L e a n in g T ow er». 
The leaning tower of Pisa, in Italy, is 
one of the architectural wonders of the 
world. 
It has been made familiar to most 
readers by pictures and by descriptions, 
i f it were the only example of that kind 
of building, the plan and purpose of its 
builder would be much more of a mystery 
than it is now. 
Tlie date of the completion of this 
tower is given as A. D. 1350. 
It stands 
close by the cathedral of Pisa, which was 
finished in the early part of the twelfth 
century. 
Its situation, and the use it has 
always served, prove th at this was built 
for a bell-tower, or belfry, campanile, to the 
cathedral. 
It was then, and is now, the 
common practice in Italy to build the bell- 
tower apart from the church. 
This tower is built entirely of white 
marble, and it is eight stories high. 
It 
leans 13 feet 8 inches from the perpendic­ 
ular, in a bight of 183 feet. 
The question 
ha? often been raised whether this was the 
result of accident or design, but there can 
be little doubt that it was accidental, and 
caused by the settling of the foundations. 
This seems reasonable from the fact that 
the upper story does not lean so much as 
those below, as if an attem pt were made 
to remedy the defect in the process of 
building. 
Another circumstance which 
leads to the same conclusion is the fact 
th at the largest bell, which weighs six 
tons, is hung farthest away from the over­ 
hanging side. 
Again, this is not the only lower of the 
kind in Italy, built at about the same 
time. There was tivo of them at Bologna, 
one of which was begun in A. I>. 1110. It 
is over 9 feet out of perpendicular, and is 
ltll feet high. 
In this case the founda­ 
tions settled so fast that the tower was 
never completed. 
Tlie other tower at 
Bologna is 321 feet high, and leans over 
61 feet from the perpendicular.— Youth's 
Companion.

a s h i n g t o n , February 17th.—The Com­ 
mittee on Public Lands, of the House, has j 
practically settled upon the bill which it ! 
will offer to the House in lieu of the pres- I 
ent laud laws. They have made some 
changes in the bill as reported by the sub­ 
committee. The bill has been reduced in 
size slightly, but some amendments sug­ 
gested by several members of the com m it­ 
tee, and already printed, have been with­ 
held. Thus, in section six—which pro­ 
vides for the removal of timber where pur­ 
chased front public lands—the time of re­ 
moval is still limited to six years, but 
provision has been added which guarantees 
to the purchaser that the timber and the 
right of removal, while subject to the di­ 
rections of the Secretary ot the Interior, 
shall be deemed personal property for all 
purposes. In a proviso to the same Act, 
however, a clause is inserted as follows : 
“ But no person, company or corporation 
shall purchase or hold in any State or Ter­ 
ritory a greater quantity of such timber 
than the am ount of timber on four sec­ 
tions of land.” 
In Section 7 a provision is also inserted 
cutting out the clause fixing the minim um 
value of the timber on any laud at $10 per 
acre. This change is made in deference to 
the advice of the Secretary of the Interior. 
Section 11, which provided that all lauds 
reserved for military or other special pur­ 
poses, and all isolated and detached por­ 
tions of the public domain, shall be dis­ 
posed of under the provisions of a general 
law specially applicable thereto, is changed 
to read that “ all isolated and disconnected 
tracts of tlie public domain, less than 160 
acres, may be ordered sold at private sale, 
for not less than $1 25 per acre, by the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, when in his judg­ 
m ent it shall be proper to do so. All lands 
reserved for military or other special pur­ 
poses shall be disposed of under the pro­ 
visions of law specially applicable thereto.” 
Section 12. providing that lands unfit for 
cultivation without irrigation, or destitute 
of timber of a commercial value, shall be 
classified as des, rt lauds, has been so 
changed that it reads : “ Except mineral 
lands and reserved lauds, all lands unfit for 
cultivation,” etc. 
Section 13. which amends the Act for the 
sale of desert lands, is made generally 
applicable to all the States and Territories. 
Upon the suggestion of the Secretary of 
the Interior, the law in reference to desert 
lands is changed so as to make the limit in 
which a person may begin his work (or 
irrigation) three years, instead of live. 
The payment required therefor is fixed at 
25 ceuts per acre, to be paid when the 
declaration is filed. 
The following provision is also m ade: 
But no patent shall be issued for such land, 
unless within one year after the expiration 
of said three years the person making such 
entry (or, in case of his death, his widow, 
or heirs, or devisees, or in case of the 
widow making such entry, then her heirs, 
or devisees) shall prove by two household­ 
ers that he, she or they have resided on the 
same for three years continually succeeding 
the time ot entry, and that he, she or they 
have actually, by irrigation, made the laud 
productive.

Pacific Railroad Committee the 
modifications in the Outhwaite funding 
bill desired by President Adams. The 
only change of moment suggested in the 
original is the proposition to fix payments 
to be made by tiie company upon its debt 
at 1-10 per cent for the first five years, anil 
i of 1 per cent, for the second five years, 
instead of a uniform payment for the first 
ten years' period of 1 of 1 per cent. 
Roughly calculated, the effect of the pro­ 
posed change would be to reduce the pay­ 
ments by $200,000 during each of the first 
live years, and increase them by a corre­ 
sponding sum during the next five years. 
Story states that the total am ount of pay­ 
ments to the Government during the first 
ten years' period would be the same as 
proposed by the original bill. 
The company was desirous of having the 
charges lightened during the next five years 
because, as Adams has stated, it had"very 
heavy payments to make during the pi riod, 
and would be able to make up the de­ 
ficiency within the next five years. 
The committee has invited the Pacific 
Railroad Commissioners to appear before it 
next Friday to furnish any information 
they may possess fur the guidance of the 
committee. 
It was stated informally by one of the 
members of the committee to-day that An­ 
derson of the Commission had declined to 
appear before the committee in support of 
his bill directing the criminal prosecution 
of the Pacific Railway officials.

Carnarvon had favored a Dublin Parlia­ 
ment, and opened negotiations with Par­ 
nell with the knowledge of Salisbury. 
Proceeding to compare the Crimes Acts 
of 1892 and 1887, Balfour maintained that 
the latter did not, while the former did, 
create new crimes. O’Brien had boasted 
that his advice to people of Mitchellstown, 
combined with the public opinion of Eng­ 
land. had saved the people from wholesale 
eviction. The Government's action. Bal­ 
four declared, had been modified by neither. 


GLADSTONE TO THE FRONT. 
Mr. Gladstone followed Balfour. 
He 
found little in the Chief Secretary’s speech 
that could assist them in getting at the 
truth of the question before the House. 
There wTas a question whether the Conserv­ 
ative leaders 
had 
communicated 
witii 
Parnell on the subject of home rule. The 
denials made by Balfour did not get rid of 
the Irish members’ assertions. Parnell had 
stated that he had found himself in entire 
agreement with Lord Carnarvon on the 
home rule question. That had not been 
denied. 
Balfour, interposing, said the letter from 
Carnarvon clearly iraplieu hat he did not 
express an opinion upon home rule. 
Gladstone replied that Carnarvon had 
never explicitly denied 
Parnell’s state­ 
ment. Continuing, he said the Liberals 
were called “ separatists” because they 
wished to give effect to the national aspira­ 
tions of Ireland, while having supreme re ­ 
gard for the unity of the Empire. Some 
remarks of Balfour’s, Gladstone said, had 
apparently been leveled at himself. His 
(Gladstone's) Nottingham speech, had been 
absolutely misrepresented as to its state­ 
m ent regarding the Irish Executive's prac­ 
tice of obtaining information by perm it­ 
ting the police to concoct crime. H e pro­ 
tested then, as now, against the practice, as 
dangerous to society and odious in itself. 
He had never uttered an expression over 
which he felt more rejoiced than his words 
at Mitchelistown. 
He had used them for 
the sake of preventing enormous mischief 
and suffering—probably bloodshed. It was 
the agents of the law that were the break­ 
ers of the law at Mitchellstown. Jt was

Almost without example. 
Balfour had 
become, by implication, a breaker of the 
law. for he gave the act of his authoritative 
approval, as if it were to be the model rule 
lor the conduct of the police. 
Gladstone declined to accept as authentic 
the Government statistics of crime under 
the Coercion Act until the eases cited were 
thoroughly investigated. 
The oniy case 
given in detail had been met with a point- 
blank contradiction.

wishes and perm a­ 
nent convictions of the people, and thus at 
last present to the world the blessed spec­ 
tacle of a truly, and not nominally, united 
Empire.

Tlie petrified logs and chips cover 
many hundreds of acres, and the stone is 
of incomparable beauty.

can onyxes, or the most gorgeous marbles 
look shabby Inside it. 
Its only drawback 
is its hardiness. 
W hile Colorado agates 
only average 40 to 50 j»cr cent, of the hard­ 
ness of diamonds, this petrified wood av­ 
erages 70 per cent.

yields to nothing short of diamond dust.

IN SOUTHERN MEXICO. 


L IF E IX A REGION THAT IS LITTLE 


KNOWN. 


T ropical L uxuriance and 
A bund­ 
a n ce o f A llig a to rs—M exican Pro­ 
g r e ss -N e w D iscoveries.

T a m p ic o , Mexico, February 9, 1888. 
The approach to Tampico is very at­ 
tractive, as we glide along the placid Pan­ 
uco river after the restless tossing of the 
gulf. 
On one side the marshy shores show 
a wilderness of tropic vegetation; and on 
the other thick forests of ebony, cedar and 
mahogany are interspersed with orange 
and lemon groves and gigantic India rub­ 
ber trees. 
They tell us that these beauti­ 
ful forests shelter a host of enormous rep­ 
tiles ; that deadly asps and gigantic rattle­ 
snakes are as numerous as the myriad 
orchids, and that fatal calenturas lurk 
under every leaf of the flowery jungles. 
Approached from the river the first view 
of the town is not impressive. 
The small 
square houses, all painted pink or blue, 
look like a lot of band-l>oxes which some 
tired milliners have tossed down among 
the rushes. 
Afterwards we learned that 
these hand-hox houses were actually built 
in the United States and sent out here. 
On walking through the town I could 
almost fancy myself transjiorted to a New 
England village, for though there are a 
few dwellings of solid stone and not less 
durable adobe, the majority are the shingle 
palaces aforesaid, whose piazzas and bay- 
windows have nothing a F fajxignolr about 
them. 
1 am glad to testifv that Tampico is 


A M CCH-SI.A NDKRKI) PLACE. 
Having the outside reputation of being a 
sort of earthly hades, its general air of 
thriit, cleanliness and coolness is the more 
astonishing. 
In the way of architecture 
it has not much to boast of, hut otherwise 
is really far more beautiful than many 
towns which metaphorically turn up their 
noses at it. 
Not so long ago as to be without the 
memory of the “ oldest inhabitant” there 
were only a dozen Indian huts here, and 
w hat little commerce there was concen­ 
trated itself in Pueblo Viejo—a small vil­ 
lage situated on the shore of a lovely lake 
several miles distant. 
To-day Tampico 
has about 8,000 inhabitants, not counting 
the present large floating population—the 
temporary influx of laborers and their 
families, engaged on die new San Luis and 
Tampico branch of the Mexican Central 
Railroad. The town boasts of a weekly 
paper, two hospitals, the inevitable plaza 
with moonlight music, the usual comple­ 
ment of telegraphs and telephones, and a 
fine casino where the gentlemen spend 
their evenings at cards or billiards. 
The truth is, there is not a surplus of 
what is called “ good society ” in Tampico. 
Most of the men—who lead a homeless, 
hand-to-mouth kind of existence—came 
here in the hope of making fortunes as 
speedily as possible, and the few married 
ones left their families elsewhere, being 
unwilling to expose them to the dangers of 
the climate and the plagues of insects and 
reptiles. 
Riding and shooting are the out­ 
door amusements of this lonesome bache­ 
lor community, and excellent sport they 
find along the river when the heat is not 
too intense. 
Were it not for that terrible bar Tam­ 
pico would doubtless become a flourishing 
port. 
The depth of the beautiful river, 
which is 1,000 feet wide, not only permits 
vessels of íargest tonnage to anchor near 
the town, but has an interior navigation 
for many miles. 
But all these advantages 
are nearly ruined by the shifting line of 
sand-banks between gulf and river—for 
not only is there great danger in crossing 
the bar, but vessels arc sometimes detained 
outside for weeks during the season of 
“ northers.” 
The citizens of the adjoining State, San 
Luis l’otosi, were heavily taxed to build 
the new railway—at the rate of three per 
cent, of their annual income. The mer­ 
chants, however, were not disposed to com­ 
plain, for before the day of railroads the 
freight charges were simply enormous. 
Take, for instance, the insignificant item 
of snufl: 
A 1 ><>x of that commodity, 
valued in New (Means at 80, cost, when 
delivered in San Luis, including duties, 
not less than $50! 
Tampico lies on the Tnmaulipas side of 
the river, and on the opposite shore, in 
the State of Vera Cruz a few miles further 
up, is 
TH E IK 1)1 AN TOWN, I*ANECO, 
One of the oldest and most interesting in 
the Republic. 
In the history of “ New 
Spain ” this stream figures prominently as 
the terminus of Grijalva’s voyage from 
Cuba along the coast of the G nif of Mex­ 
ico. It is also celebrated as the spot where 
the remnant of De Soto’s band of explor­ 
ers lauded in their unfortunate vovage 
southward from the mouth of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
Several times we have rowed or sailed 
some distance up the river, but the further 
one advances into that wilderness of trop­ 
ical beauty, the less the sense of security. 
The wooded shores are indescribably ;ove- 
ly, their white-walled ranches and great 
cattle farms half hidden by curtains of 
blossoming creepers. 
Tall blue herons 
ami pink-breasted cranes fluttered before 
us, skimming the surface of the waters, 
and scarlet flamingoes fish tranquilly in 
the shallows. 
SjHirtsmen are not wanting 
who brave the dangers of deadly reptiles 
for the sake of shooting in these jungles, or 
of capturing alive the gorgeous parrots, 
long-tailed pheasants, and beautiful rose- 
colored “ spoon-bills.” 
' >ne day we passed close by an amiable- 
iooking alligator, slumbering sweetly on 
the trunk of a fallen tree. 
His great 
jaws were distended in an unconscious 
grin, but he deigned to notice neither our 
approach nor that of an Indian woman 
who, alone in her canoe, paddled uncon­ 
cernedly all around the monster. 


AT PCEBLO VIEJO— 
W hich name, literally translated, means 
“ old village —we found tijietta in pro­ 
gress, as is generally the case in this good 
Catholic country on most days of the year. 
Strains of fandango music’ played upon 
primitive instruments made of reeds, were 
floating faintly from the distance. 
Not 
being able to see the village, for the dense 
foliage between, we determined to disbe­ 
lieve its existence, ami to pin our faith in­ 
stead upon a “ great god Pan” making 
music among the rushes by the river. 
The hack country is described as being 
a wilderness of splendid trees, intertwisted 
with tangled vines covered with brilliant 
orchids and other tropical parasites—the 
home of myriads of gorgeously-plumaged 
birds, which can easily he captured bv 
hand, having never learned the fear of 
man. 
Our ardor to visit that tropical par­ 
adise was considerably cooled, however, 
by accounts of the xnn-zino and yarrapobas 
—little insects which 
burrow beneath 
your skin, the latter bodily, the former 
planting with its sting a tiny egg which 
produces a speedy crop of worms "to wrig­ 
gle beneath your tortured cutis. 
In nothing is 


TH E PROGRESS OF MEXICO 
More noticeable, under the present wise 
administration than in the marked im­ 
provement of her finances at home and 
credit abroad. The House of Deputies 
lately passed a bill authprizing a loan of 
$02,500,000, and already has the loan l»een 
taken in Berlin. 
After paying the Eng­ 
lish debt and paying oft the debt to the 
National Bank, ami paying the interest 
for two years in advance—as was required 
by the terms of the loan—the Mexican 
Government will have about $10,000,000 
on hand to devote to works of public util­ 
ity. 
It Is understood that the interest on 
the interior debt and on the railroad sub­ 
vention bonds will be fixed at three per 
cent, per annum. 
Ten years ago it would have been im­ 
possible to have negotiated in Europe a 
Mexican loan of $50,000,000 upon anv 
terms 
whatever. 
Since 
that 
tim e-^ 
partly owing to the sagacity of President 
Diaz, but more to the incoming of Ameri­ 
cans and their money—Mexico has awak­ 
ened from the sleep of centuries, and is 


now making giant strides. 
Long-aban- * 
duned mines are being reoi>ened and rend­ 
ered productive, railroads constructed, large 
areas of new land placed under cultivation 
and manufactories of various kinds estab­ 
lished. 
It is hardly fair to say that this progress 
Is due entirely to enterprise and capital 
emanating from the United States. 
Eng­ 
land, Germany, and the Scandinavian na­ 
tions have furnished a large quota of im ­ 
migrants and money, and an im portant 
share of the new growth has come from 
the newly-awakened Mexicans themselves. 
One feature of the new growth most 
gratifying to right-minded Americans is 
the rapid obliteration of prejudices which 
not long ago the Mexicans entertained so 
bitterly against “ los gringos.”

judice was 


TH E NATURAL RESULT 
Of the war between Mexico and the United 
States, the loss of Mexican territory which 
followed the unholy struggle, and the 
apprehension that some day another at­ 
tempt would Ik* made by the stronger “sister 
Republic” to extend the line still further 
southward. 
Intelligent Mexicans are be­ 
ginning to understand th at the passion for 
annexation was the child of slavery, and 
that it perished with the death of it.- 
m other; th at politically it is no less tin* 
hope of the American than the Mexican 
Government that the line shall remain 
forever unchanged, while commercially it 
should be practically obliterated. 
Regarding the newly-found anthracite 
coal-beds of Sonora, General Mason, late 
Surveyor-General of Arizona, writes that 
a large area of that State is underlaid with 
coal pronounced by those who have exam­ 
ined it, to be anthracite of good quality. 
It is impossible to estimate the value of 
this discovery in a country where coal is 
comparatively unknown and wood is so 
scarce that in many sections it is pur­ 
chased per pound for fuel. 
Samples of 
these 
BLACK DIAMONDS 
Have been examined in New York, Boston, 
London and other commercial centers, and 
in every case the verdict is the same. 
About six years ago two Mexican gen­ 
tlemen endeavored to secure a title to 
these coal fields, and obtained it, subject to 
certain conditions. Some eighteen months 
ago they suci*eeded in interesting New 
Y'ork operators, who recently put an ex­ 
ploring party, with proper machinery, on 
the ground. 
As a result, large croppings 
of coal appear at many places, over an 
area of several hundred square miles, while 
it stands out prominently on the hanks of 
streams and in deep washes. 
Estimates made upon the spot, with a 
full knowledge of the topography of the 
country between these coal fields and the 
port of Guyamus, understanding the cost 
of labor and transportation, show that the 
coal can Ik* mined, and with a railway he 
delivered at tide-water, for $2 50 per ton ;

The 
doctor is said to have been guarded in ex­ 
pressing a positive opinion, but in answer 
to an interviewer, said: 
“ I have no hesi­ 
tation in adm itting that in certain eases it 
has given me very encouraging results. 
My experiments have not yet gone far 
enough to warrant me in presenting the 
matter to the profession, and my reports 
from others, into whose hands the remedy 
has also been placed, have not come in 
fully enough to justify me in making them 
public at present.” 
§hould this Brazilian herb have half the 
medicinal virtue ascribed to it, its value 
can scarcely Ik* computed.

A t the associated soiree of the Literarv, 
Scientific and Art Societies of Liverpool. 
Professor Hele Shaw delivered a lecture 
on “ Perpetual Motion,” which was copi­ 
ously illustrated by means of lantern pict­ 
ures. 
The lecturer explained to his audi­ 
ence* that the idea of |K*rpetual motion was 
very ancient, and 
that its successful 
achievement was as far off as ever, because 
it was impossible. 
An old Sanscrit man­ 
uscript told of an attem pt at a perpetual 
motion machine, which was probablv con­ 
nected in some way with the praying 
wheels of the Buddhists. 
In Europe the 
first definite attempt at perpetual motion 
was made about the 12th century; but 
many crude contrivances had been made. 
The favorite idea seemed to be that of a 
wheel so weighted with movable halls as 
to be whirled around in spite of the laws 
of gravitation. 
Professor I lele Shaw ex­ 
hibited a wheel thus arranged, which fiew 
around at a most exlraordinarv speed, ap­ 
parently by means of a clever arrangement 
of balls. 
The Chairman examined the ta­ 
bles and the machinery, but found no mo­ 
tive jiower except the weights on the 
wheel. 
The solution of the problem of 
jierpetual motion seemed to have been 
solved; but the Professor called out for his 
motive power, and a small boy appeared 
who had been hidden underneath the plat- 
lorrn, and had worked the machine bv a 
strap passed up through the leg of the’ta­ 
ble. 
such was the motor of one of the 
most successful “ iierpetual motion” ma­ 
chines ever made. ’

W a te r C a r ria g e o f C h o le r a . 


The following passage is from the ad­ 
dress of Dr. George H. Rohe before the 
January meeting of the Baltimore Life 
Underwriters’ Association, published 
in 
the Baltimore Endertcriter: 
Cholera is usually spread either by 
means of a soil or drinking water contam­ 
inated hv the cholera poison. 
There are 
probably some otl er sources of infection, 
but for our purpose they can be ignored. 
Now it needs no argument to show that if 
the public water supply of a city lie con­ 
taminated, nil persons using such infected 
water are liable to be attacked by the dis­ 
ease. 
Likewise 
if cholera tie spread 
through the medium of an infected soil, a 
dividing line cannot be established between 
the areas upon which the poor and im ­ 
provident on the one hand, and the rich 
and prudent on the other, have their resi­ 
dence. 
Regarding this question the following 
observations are made by the ¡ate Dr. 
Earr, who will certainly be admitted as a 


competent 
witness. 
H e says: 
“ The 
[loor, as a general rule, suffer more than 
the rich in cholera. 
But that is by no 
means always the ease, particularly where 
the water is impure. 
Thus, in East Lon­ 
don many of the victims were in good cir­ 
cumstances. 
The poorest man in St. 
George, Southwark, was less likely to Ik* 
attacked by cholera than the richest man 
in Stepney. 
The pauper of Ifamstead es­ 
caped in 1849, while the opulent perished 
in Belgravia. And the same rule obtained 
all over the kingdom where there were 
equivalent differences in the qualities of 
the waters.” 


ABOUT SMALL-POX. 


D a ir y in g on S m a ll F a r m s. 
Dairying and pasturing have been so 
long considered as one and the same occu­ 
pation that but few farmers will venture 
to engage in the former without first de­ 
voting a large [lortion of the farm to grass 
upon which the cows may he allowed to 
graze during the day. 
When this method 
is changed for that of feeding at the barn­ 
yard, it is termed “ soiling” the cows. 
Even those who do not believe soiling can 
he done profitably, voluntarily practice 
the soiling method to a certain extent in 
the winter season, for at that tim e the 
snow covers the pasture ground and com­ 
pels the dairyman to prepare the food for 
the cows and give them his attention in the 
barn-vard. 
The 
principal objection 
to 
soiling 
is 
th at 
it 
requires 
a 
large 
outlay 
for 
extra 
labor, 
yet 
there is 
as much profit derived from winter dairy­ 
ing as there is during the summer. 
The 
real benefit is in the saving of manure, 
which is the most im portant occupation 
on the farm, and the expense of providing 
long fences is done away with. 
Practical 
experiments show that by the aid of the 
manure saved when soiling a sufficiency of 
green food can be grown on a small plat to 
feed quite a number of cows, as well as to 
provide a better variety of food and secure 
greater yields of milk and butter. 
Pro­ 
fessor Stewart, in his hook on feeding ani­ 
mals, mentions how he fed four horses and 
seven cows for fifteen days on the food 
grown upon forty rods of ground ; and he 
has estimated th at forty rods of ground 
will produce enough to equal the summer 
feeding of one cow, but sets aside half an 
acre in clover as the allowance for a cow 
during the summer. 
This result is not the 
experiment of a single season, but the work 
of fourteen years devoted to soiling, bv 
which method the cows give twenty per 
cent, more milk than when kept on pas­ 
ture; and rye, clover, orchard grass, timo­ 
thy, green oats and fodder corn, with 
ground grain when required, compose the 
daily diet. 
The system is one that per­ 
mits the gradual accumulation of wealth 
in the annual increased fertility of the soil, 
and, though extra labor may he necessary, 
yet it is more eitectual in operation, as it is 
not distributed over a large space, conse­ 
quently there is economizing in hauling 
loads to great distances over the fields. 
Soiling may not be profitable to those who 
have plenty of pasture and large tracts of 
land, but it will enable those having lim­ 
ited areas to engage in dairying, when, by 
the proper application of labor, they may 
realize larger profits than those who de­ 
vote more land to dairying, but adhere to 
the pasturage system.— Philadelphia Jiec- 
ord. 


How t h e C h i n e s e D r i l l W e l l s .— 
The French Abbe Hue. lately returned 
from China, thus describes the system of 
deep-earth boring practiced in the district 
in which he has for some time resided. 
A 
wooden tube, six feet in length, is first 
driven down through the surface soil. 
This tube is held at the surface of the 
ground by a large flag-stone, having a hole 
in the center to allow the tube to pass 
through and to project a little above it. A 
cylindrical mass of iron, weighing about 
•100 pounds, hollow and pointed at its 
lower end, and having lateral notches or 
apertures, is jerked up and down in this 
tube at tiie end of a lever, from which it is 
suspended by a rope. This kind of “ monk­ 
ey’’ disintegrates the rock, the debris of 
which, converted into sludge by water 
poured in, finds its way through" the lat­ 
eral apertures into the interior of the cyl­ 
inder. 
By raising the latter at intervals, 
this sludge is removed from the borehole. 
The rate of boring into rock of ordinary 
hardness is one foot in twelve hours. 
Onlv 
one man is emploved at one time to work 
the lever. 
Ry this means wells of 1,800 
feet deep are sunk in about two years by 
the labor of three men relieving one an­ 
other everv six hours. 


D r i l l i n g 
t h e C h i l d r e n to D e a t h . 
I traveled once on the R hine with a highly 
educated German, long resident in Eng­ 
land, who used to say, when we saw the 
groups of demure little boys and girls go­ 
ing to school at 8 in the morning, with 
their knapsacks of hooks on their should­ 
ers, “ T hat is what is stupefying the G er­ 
man nation; they are being drilled to 
death; they have no games, no livelv 
sports, no vivacity ; one wide-awake Eng­ 
lish schoolboy is worth the 
whole of 
them.” 
lie had never been in America, 
hut we, who find the English children dull 
and slow to mature compared to Ameri­ 
cans, can make the needful addition to 
this statement. 
No one can deny the sure 
tendency of the German training to pro­ 
duce thorough investigators and adm ira­ 
ble analysts; but, after all, our system, 
with all its faults, produces mental alert­ 
ness, and theirs does not. 
Compare an 
American boy at 18 with a (1 crinan or even 
an English hoy of the same age ; which is 
it that has originality, impulse, initiative? 
T hat quality which makes us develop 
early and assume leadership while others 
are under tutelage seems ingrained in the 
transplanted race.— T. 1U. IJiyginsen.

If it were merely a cramp 
of a leg or arm I do not think that strong 
men would sink suddenly and almost w ith­ 
out a struggle, as we see that they do in so 
many eases. 
Every one who reads the pa­ 
pers will recall numerous instances at the 
seashore and at every bathing resort where 
these mysterious drownings take place. 
I 
never knew any one to try to account for 
them except by the cramp theory. 
The 
medical men ought to study the m atter 
and see if there is not some ground for the 
belief that apoplexy, produced by pressure 
of blood on the bruin, is not more likely to 
be the cause of death in the water than 
drowning inconsequence of cramp.—Roch­ 
ester Poet Express. 


T h e B o n e s o f t h e A g e d .—An English 
chemist has shown that the brittleness of 
the bones of the aged is not due, as is gen­ 
erally supposed, to an increase of the pro­ 
portion of mineral salts with advancing 
years. 
From a section of the femur of 
fifty subjects of different ages no difference 
in the proportion of ash could be de­ 
termined.

The following circular has been issued 
by the State Board of Health, and is of 
vital importance at the present time by­ 
reason of the prevalence of small-pox in 
many parts of the State : 
After an absence of many years, small­ 
pox has again been imported into our 
State. 
The extrem e liability of its diffus­ 
ion through railway intercommunication, 
and personal contagion, and in view of 
checking its progress, the State Board of 
Health feels it its imperative duty to pre­ 
sent certain suggestions and precautions, 
the compliance with which will restore 
confidence to those who suffer from fear of 
the disease, and absolute im munity to those 
¡U danger of contagion. There are two 
ways to obtain protection from small-pox. 
One is by strict quarantine, to completely 
shut it out. and the other is to anticipate 
it by a general vaccination. 
As the first 
mode is more or less liable to failure, 
through lack of vigilance on the part of 
the authorities, or alisenee of indications 
of the incubating disease that would war­ 
rant detention, it is the more certain plan 
to vaccinate as well as quarantine, and 
then we have the disease wholly under 
command as nearly as human means can 
do it. 
PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 
\ aeeination is the only preventive meas­ 
ure th at is known to successfully avert 
small-pox. 
If properly done with reliable 
virus, w hether bovine or humanized, there 
is nothing more absolutely certain than 
the (act ol the protection of the individual 
from the fatal effects of small-pox. 
The vaccination ought, if possible, to be 
performed by an educated physician, with 
lymph th at he knows to lie pure and de­ 
sirable, and who is perfectly fam iliar with 
the typical vesicle produced; or, in other 
words, who knows that the vaccination has 
been successful, or taken properly. 
There are, however, certain precautions 
to lie taken in the performance of the op­ 
eration of vaccination to make the result 
certain. 
The State Board of H ealth can­ 
not too earnestly protest against the care­ 
less and unscientific manner in which it is 
too often performed and the result ascer­ 
tained. 
In many, very many, eases such 
vaccination serves only to deceive through 
a false sense of security, much unmerited 
disparagement is cast upon the value of 
the operation, and the confidence which 
its preventive power inspired is rudelv 
shaken when the, supposed to lie, vaccin­ 
ated jierson is stricken with small-pox. 
1 his result is to he doubly deplored ; first, 
on the part of the stricken victim, and 
again for the fruitful theme for contro­ 
versy which it suggests to the opponents 
of vaccination and which it is often very 
difficult to combat. 
To avoid as much as 
possible any such contingency, and to in­ 
sure the result of a per feet vaccination, 
the following recommendations are pte- 
sented for adoption to all vaccinators, as 
designed to secure and m aintain the public 
confidence in the 


PROTECTIVE POWER OF VACCINATION. 
I irst— Except as far as the immediate 
danger of smnll-jmx may require, vaccinate 
only subjects that arc in good health. 
In 
cases of infants, ascertain th at there Is not 
any febrile state, any irritation of the 
bowels, or unhealthy condition of the skin. 
Do not vaccinate, except in eases of great 
necessity, where there has been recent 
exposure to the measles, scarlet fever, 
or diphtheria, or where erysipelas has 
been prevailing in or about the place of 
residence. 
Second—In all ordinary cases of prima- 
ary vaccination make such insertions of 
vaccine virus as will produce at least two 
or more separate 
good 
sized vesicles, 
which should be carefully protected from 
injury 
during 
their 
progress 
toward 
maturation, avoiding afterward the pre­ 
mature removal of the crust. 
Do not use 
any needless dressing to a vaccinated arm ; 
a simple strip of clean, soft muslin, care­ 
fully sewed round the arm, will protect it 
from abrasion. 
T hird—The virus used should be of 
known purity, w hether in the form of 
humanized or bovine lymph. 
The crust 
or scab should never be used except in 
eases of necessity, and then only under the 
surveilance of the physician. 
Self-vaccina­ 
tion, or vaccination performed by unpro­ 
fessional friends unqualified to distinguish 
the true sore from that which is spurious, 
is often attended by serious results, and 
m ight he the means of introducing poison­ 
ous m atter into the blood, which ought to 
lie avoided, as death made be the conse­ 
quence. 
Fourth—Virus should never be used 
from the arms of revaecinated persons. 
There is no evidence th at it possesses anv 
protective power, but, on the contrary, 
may be injurious. 


HUMAN LYMPH 
Should be taken only from subjects who 
are in good health, and of healthv parent­ 
age, preferring children whose families are 
known to you. Take the lymph from well- 
marked, uninjured vesicles, when the ves­ 
icles are fully formed and plump. 
T hat is 
on the eighth day after prim ary vaccina­ 
tion, and la'fore any conspicuous appear­ 
ance of the red or inflammatory areola, 
which on the ninth day surrounds the ves­ 
icle. 
In opening the vesicles, which is 
done with a clean needle, be careful not to 
draw blood, and use no lymph or virus 
th at is not perfectly clear and transparent 
when it exudes from the arm. 
If anv 
blood should be drawn, wipe it carefullv 
away before using the lymph, as on no ac­ 
count must blood be introduced with pure 
vaccine virus into the system of your pa­ 
tient. 
A most important point, upon 
which we strenuously insist, is that the 
vaccinating instrument, no m atter what it 
is, is perfectly and undoubtedly clean ; to 
lie sure wash it in fresh and pure water lic- 
fore using, and see that it is rewashed be­ 
fore using it on a second jierson. 
More se­ 
rious and unfortunate accidents have oc­ 
curred from carelessness in using unclean 
instruments than from any other cause 
known to this Board. 
If bovine virus is 
used, recollect that to insure its action the 
surface receiving it has to lie well «braided 
and the lymph thoroughly rubbed in until 
the part is d ry ; neglect of this rule will 
result in many failures and bovine virus lie 
unduly discredited. 


NEVER USE T H E SCAB 
For vaccinating purposes, except under 
the most exceptional circumstances ; to its 
use may be attributed those cases of sore 
arms, poisoned blood and unhealthy ul­ 
cers, which anti-vaccinators take such de­ 
light in quoting as their strongest argu­ 
ment against the precious gift of the im­ 
mortal Jenner. 
If the necessity arises that the scab 
must be used, see that it looks clean, is 
well umbilicated, and the edges semi­ 
transparent. 
Do not use the center, but 
only the outer border of the crust. 
The 
portion to be used ought to be thoroughly 
softened in a drop or two of water, and 
then used in the same manner as lymph. 
It would he prudent to ascertain the con­ 
dition of the child from whom the scab 
was taken before using it, and if not in 
perfect health, reject it. 
Caution cannot 
fie too strictly observed when vaccinating 
from this source. 


PERIOD OF INCUBATION. 
In small-pox there is always a latency, 
called the period of incubation, during 
which certain processes are going on pre­ 
paratory to the development of disease. 
This period may be stated to be about ten 
to twelve days for the beginning of the 
fever, and fourteen days for that of the 
eruption. 
In the vaccine disease the virus 
begins to take on the fourth day, and with 
bovine virus on the fifth or sixth day, and 
such is the protective power of the vaccine 
virus that if it he inserted even after ex­ 
posure to small-pox its shorter incubative 
stage enables it lo anticipate the other, 
and if it do not altogether prevent it, it 
induces such a deviation from its regular 
course as to essentially modify it and de­ 
prive it of its greatest danger. 
Hence the 
importance of immediate vaccination after 
exj osure to small-pox. 


Every infant should lie vaccinated within 
three or four months after its birth. 
Every child should be revaecinated be­ 
fore its tenth year. 
No child should be permitted to enter 
any school until it is successfully vacci­ 
nated, and so certified to by the operating 
physician. 
Every adult should be 
revaecinated 
every seven years. 
It may not take, hut it 
secures the safety of those who try it. 


IN T H E PRESENCE OF TH E DISEASE, 
No time should he lost, hut a general 
vaccination insisted upon. 
Fortunately it 
is our great privilege to live in California, 
the inhabitants of which are too intelli­ 
gent and well informed not to see the im­ 
portance of this measure when small-|>ox 
invades theii town or city. 
Small-pox in 
a community means the paralyzing of all 
trade and commerce. 
It means pecuniary 
loss, sickness, suffering, destitution, de­ 
formity or death. 
It means a condition of 
things that in a civilized community could 
and should he at once arrested. 
All em­ 
ployers must take tlu* initiative, and have 
every man in their employ vaccinated, as 
the condition upon which their employ­ 
ment is continued. 
Ail railroad men, 
police officers, and those connected with 
public offices, should especially he pro­ 
tected, as they are constantly exposed, 
through the traveling public, to the germs 
of the disease, which may lie lurking in 
the wayfarers’ clothes or among their bag­ 
gage. 
In short, it is the im perative duty 
of the local authorities to secure protec­ 
tion to all classes, that none remain un­ 
protected, to the imminent danger of their 
ieUow-citizens. 


SMAI.I.-POX IN TH E HOUSE. 
W hen, unfortunately, this occurrence 
has taken place, at once notify the H ealth 
Officer or the health authorities, then have 
every member of the family vaccinated at 
once. 
Small-pox, as said before, takes ten 
to fourteen days after exposure before it 
becomes apparent. 
Vaccine takes only 
four to six days. 
If, therefore, you are 
immediately vaccinated after exposure you 
will anticipate the disease, and either avert 
it or so modify it as to render it compara­ 
tively harmless and mild. 
The patient should he placed, if practi­ 
cable, in the highest room in the house, 
and as distant from the apartments of the 
rest of the family as possible. 
H ere he 
should have the most complete isolation 
and ventilation th at can he obtained. 
The room, before occupancy, should be 
stripped of all unnecessary furniture— 
carpets, curtains, woolen goods and cloth­ 
ing, and the utmost cleanliness observed, 
both w ith regard to the patient and the 
room. 
Disinfectants may be constantly 
ussd; especially should a vessel containing 
chloride of lime Ik * placed at the bedside 
for patients to spit into. 
The same should 
he used freely in the vessels required for 
the reception of excreta, which should be 
at once removed and buried. 
Lastly, a 
large tub containing a disinfectant solution 
should he kept in the room, into which aR 
soiled clothes could at once he plunged, 
and removed for further disinfection. Rags 
should be used to wipe away all secretions 
from the mouth or nose, and immediately 
burned. 
All glasses, cttps, or vessels used 
by the patient 
must 
he scrupulously 
cleansed and washed in a disinfectant solu­ 
tion. 
No person should he admitted into 
the room but those waiting upon the pa­ 
tient, and a sheet wrung out of a strong 
disinfectant solution ought to lie suspended 
outside the door of the patient’s room. 
Small-pox is in its most contagious con­ 
dition when the scabs are matured, and no 
convalescent patient should be permitted 
to mingle with his family until all the 
scabs have fallen off' and the skin quite 
clean. 
In ease of death, wrap the body in a 
sheet saturated with a strong solution of 
sulphate of zinc, and have it coffined and 
buried without any unnecessary delav, 
without any wake or public funeral. 


DISINFECTANT SOLUTIONS. 
As these solutions are within the means 
of every one, the State Board of H ealth 
thinks it well to familiarize the public 
with their composition: 
Roll sulphur (brimstone), lor fumiga­ 
tion. 
This is a cheap and efficient sub­ 
stance for fumigating rooms; it is posi­ 
tively destructive to disease germs, when 
efficiently used. 
Sulphate of iron (copperas) dissolved in 
the proportion of one and a half pounds to 
the gallon of water, is a cheap and reliable 
deodorizer and antiseptic for privies, cess­ 
pools, sewers, etc. 
Sulphate of zinc, in the proportion of 
four ounces of sulphate and two ounces of 
common la It to the gallon of water, is 
efficient and harmless for clothing, bed 
linen, blankets etc*. 
It should be used 
boiling hot, and the articles to be disin­ 
fected plunged into it and thoroughly 
boiled. 
Corrosive sublimate, in the proportion 
of a quarter of an ounce to the gallon, is 
an unsurpassed germicide and disinfectant, 
hut has the disadvantage of being exces­ 
sively poisonous, and therefore dangerous 
for general use. 
Carbolic acid is of uncertain strength, is 
expensive, and experience has shown that 
it must be employed in comparativelv 
large quantities to lie of any use. 
It is 
also liable, by its strong odor, to give a 
false sense of security. 


HOW TO USE DISINFECTANTS. 
1. In the sick room the most available 
agents are fresh air and cleanliness. 
The 
clothing, towels, 'ied linen, etc., should, on 
removal from the patient, he placed in a 
tub of the zinc solution, boiling hot if pos­ 
sible. 
All discharges from the patient 
should either he received in vessels con­ 
taining the copperas or corrosive subli­ 
mate solution, or if this is impracticable, 
should be covered with the solution. 
Un­ 
necessary furniture, especially that which 
is stuffed, carpets and hangings, should he 
removed from the room at the outset if 
possible; otherwise they should remain 
for fumigation and treatment. 
2. Fumigation with sulphur is the only 
practical method of disinfecting the house. 
For this purpose the rooms to lie disin­ 
fected must he vacated. 
H eavy clothing, 
blankets, liedding, and other articles which 
cannot he treated with the zinc solution, 
should he opened and exposed during fu­ 
migation, as directed below: 
Glose the 
rooms as tightly as possible, stopping up 
every crevice and keyhole; place the sul­ 
phur in iron pans supjiorted ujion bricks 
placed in washtubs containing a little 
w ater; set it on tire with alcohol or kero­ 
sene sprinkled upon it, and allow the 
room to remain closed twenty-four hours. 
For a room ten feet square at least two 
pounds of sulphur will lie required; for 
larger rooms proportionately larger quan­ 
tities will be necessary. 
3. Premises, cellars, yards, stables, gut­ 
ters, privies, cesspools, water-closets, sew­ 
ers, drains, should be liberally treated with 
the eop[ieras solution; it is cheap and 
effective. 
The enpjieras solution may he 
easily prepared by hanging a basket con­ 
taining about sixty pounds of copperas in 
a barrel of water. 
4. Body and Bed-clothing.—Itis best to 
burn all articles which have been in con­ 
tact with persons sick of infectious or con­ 
tagious diseases. 
Articles too valuable to 
be destroyed should be treated as follows: 
Cotton, 
linen, 
flannels, 
blankets, etc., 
should lie treated with the boiling hot 
zinc solution; introduce piece by piece: 
secure thorough wetting, and boil for half 
an hour. 
Furs, silks, heavy woolen cloth­ 
ing, bed-oovers and beds, which cannot la* 
thus treated with the zinc solution, should 
be hung in the room during fumigation, 
their surfaces fully exposed and their 
jiocketsturned inside out; afterwards they 
should lie hung in the open air, beaten and 
shaken. 
Billows, beds, stuffed mattresses, 
upholstered furniture, etc., should lie cut 
open, the contents spread out and thor­ 
oughly lumigated. 
Carpets are best fumi­ 
gated on the floor, but should afterwards 
be removed to the ojien air and thoroughly 
shaken and lieaten. 


FINA LLY . 


If, from neglect or delay in enforcing 
precautionary measures, the disease shows 
a tendency to become epidemic, the public 
and private schools must be closed, church 
serviies suspended and public assemblages 
of j eople, as at theaters, shows, circuses, 
skating rinks and other gatherings, be pro­ 
hibited. 
O ther towns or cities would be 
perfectly justified in maintaining a non­ 
intercourse quarantine against any place 
neglecting to enforce the sanitary measures 
which all past experience has heretofore 
demonstrated to tie effective in “ stamping 


out ’ this most loathsome and contagious 
of all contagious disorders.

W ithin the lines may be compared the 
common m axim : 
“A woman convinced 
against her will is of the same opinion 
still.” 
The notion th at a woman cannot 
keep a secret is embodied in many a 
proverb, and is alluded to by Shakespeare, 
who makes Hotsjmr say to his wife, in 
“ Ilenry IV:” 


C onstant you are 
Rut y e t a w om an; a n d f >r secrecy 
No lad y c lo se r; for I w ell believe 
T hou w ilt no t u tte r w h at th o u dost no t know . 
A nd so far w ill I tru st thee, g en tle K ate. 
Accordingly, there is a familiar proverb: 
“A woman conceals what she does not 
know.” 
Sim ilarly the Sjianish are wont 
to say: “ To a woman and a magpie tell 
w hat you would speak in the market­ 
place.” 
* 
* 
The 
industry 
of women has long been jiroverbial, as in 
the couplet: 
The woman that's honest, her chiefest delight 
Is to be doing from morning till night. 
W ith which we may compare the com­ 
mon maxim : 
“ A woman’s work is never 
at an end.” 
On the other hand, it was 
formerly said of the woman who, after be­ 
ing a busy, industrious maid, became an 
indolent wile: 
“ She hath broken an el­ 
bow at the church door,” the ceremony of 
the church porch—where oftentimes jiart 
of the m arriage was jierformed—having 
disabled her for domestic duties. 
Thus 
another adage affirmed how : 
T h e w ile th a t ex p ects to h av e a good n am e 
Is alw ays a t hom e, as if she w ere lam e. 
According to our forefathers it did not 
look well for a woman to he always sight­ 
seeing, as such was an indication that she 
was not sufficiently domesticated and was 
too fond of pleasure. 
Hence it was usu­ 
ally said : 
A woman oft seem, a gown oft worn, 
Are disesteemed and held in scorn. 
Even at the present day, according to a 
well-known Yorkshire jiroverb, “ a zonk- 
town (a gossiji) is seldom a good house­ 
wife at home.” 
Among some of the many 
other proverbs relating to women is the 
fam iliar one: 


T h ere’s no m isc h ief in th e w orld done 
B ut a w o a.au is alw ay s one. 
This isa somewhat severe judgm ent,and 
one which must he received with all cau­ 
tion. 
According to another adage : “Wo­ 
men in mischief are wiser than men,” and 
it is said that “ Women’s jars breed men’s 
wars.” 
There is the jKijiular jiroverb which says 
that “ Joan is as good as my lady in tiie 
dark,” for, as an ancient L atin saying re­ 
minds us, “Blemishes are unseen by night.” 
W hether we agree with this statem ent or 
not, vet, as Mr. Keliv remarks, quotin the 
lines: 
The night 
Shows stars and women in a better light. 
W hich may be eomjiared with the French 
hyperbole : “ By candle light a goat looks 
a lady.” 
Once more, while a dark com­ 
plexion betokened jiride and bight indi­ 
cated laziness, small women, writes Jeffer- 
• on, were remarkable for their noisiness 
and beauties for their lack of discretion. 
Ilence it is said : 
Fair and foolish, black and proud, 
Long a n d lazy, little an d loud. 
The same author further adds that “ it is 
something to the credit of the jiroverb- 
making cynics who sjioke thus bitterly of 
handsome women that they refrained from 
assailing the ugly ones. 
Striking 
the 
women whom nature had provided with 
arm or and legions of defenders, 
they 
sjiared the less fortunate of the fair sex.” 
Lastly, there are many jiroverbs warning 
men of the danger of bad women : 
A w icked w om an a n d an evil, 
At three-halfpence worse than the devil. 
But M artin L uther had a better opinion 
of women when he said: 
H e w lio loves no t w om en, w ine a n d song, 
He is a fool his whole life long. 
A piece of proverbial lote with which most 
men will agree, in sjiite of the many hard 
sayings so ungallantly uttered against the 
fair sex.

HOME” COMMUMTV.

W hether it is that the contemplation of 
misery in others adds a new zest to the 
satistlr tion with which complacent re­ 
spectability hugs itself, or that the condi­ 
tion of the unfortunate possesses an in­ 
trinsic interest for those who have the 
leisure for studying it, the fact is ineon- 
trovertihle that our sympathies are much 
more easily excited l>y the seamy and 
ragged side of human nature than hy its 
glossy and irreproachable obverse. 
For 
the sake • f our common humanity, it Is to 
be hoped that none of us experience an 
active satisfaction in the misfortunes of 
our friends; hut that we exjierience a pas­ 
sive satisfaction in contrasting the troubles 
of others with those of our own, is so true, 
th a t the thought has l«?en embodied in a 
French proverb. “ There is,’’ says Mon­ 
taigne, "a feeling not altogether unpleas- 
urable with which we regard the disasters 
that befall our fellows. 
Prosperity in the 
gros- is odious to us, and. when not casting 
a direct reflection on our status in life, un­ 
interrupted enjoyment of good things is 
held to he incompatible with the posses­ 
sion of those heroic traits and virtues 
found only in the breasts of those who 
have breasted the waves of adversity.” 
“ There is a soul of goodness in things 
evil,” by which I mean to say that the 
happiness of the m ultitude is added to and 
its complacency high tened hy the knowl­ 
edge th at thousands of its less happily cir­ 
cumstanced fellows are

W hose weight at times is all hut intoler­ 
able. 
In this latter category we may 
fairly rank prisoners—that unfortunate 
class of lieings who are taken in an evil 
draft, and who enjoy the anomalous dis­ 
tinction of being in the world and yet not 
of the world, and have no more part in 
assisting at the hitter’s enterprises, or 
molding its destinies, than if they were 
so many ghosts and shadows. 
As yet Cal­ 
ifornia has not seen fit to emulate any of 
the costly and 
convoluted 
systems of 
treating prisoners which are on trial in 
the Fast. 
I say on trial, ami advisedly, 
for it must he lxirn in mind that neither 
the experiment at Elm ira or any other 
equal and costly one that I am fam iliar 
with, has as vet given any indications that 
it promises to he the model one for univer­ 
sal imitation. 
T hat some of them have 
achieved a dubious success is true, but 
penological authorities are far from being 
unanimous in their approval of any one 
system of prison discipline which has 
hitherto been devised. 
Under these cir- 
.cum.sta.nces, the authorities of our peniten­ 
tiaries have acted w’iselv in introducing 
sucli new reforms into their prisons as 
have given unqualified evidence of suc­ 
cess in other |)laces, while refusing to take 
entire pattern hy any one system in par­ 
ticular. 
A description of the Folsom Peniten­ 
tiary may not (losses- much interest for 
such of the readers of the R ecokd-U nion 
as have paid it a visit, though even they 
may derive some entertainm ent from an 
account of its industrial economy as told 
by the (>en of one who has had ample op­ 
portunities of studying it. Surrounded by 
a barrier of hills, the site of Folsom is as 
secluded and out of the way as if it lay at 


T H E

On all sides the prisoner’s horizon is 
Ixiunded, and while the breezes of heaven 
fan his cheek his view of its vault is as 
circumscribed as fortuitous combinations of 
rock and scar can make it. The sun is 
comparatively high in the heavens before 
the convict sees it, and when of an even­ 
ing it has retired from his view there are 
at least three or four hours of daylight for 
the outside world. 
To some there is a 
sense of fitness in being cut off by nat­ 
ural ax well as artificial harriers from a 
cold and unsympathetic world, while to 
others a contracted landscape and the sul­ 
len and frowning front of the everlasting 
bills only serve to intensify the depression 
which all must feel more or less who are 
expatriated to this unhappy valley. 
In 
few places does the face of nature look 
sterner or more forbidding than from the 
grounds encircling t lie prison quarry. Yet, 
in spite of an unpleasing appearance, Fol­ 
som is undoubtedly healthy, and atones 
for, by a torrid hut fairly genial climate, 
what it lacks 
in 
picturesqueness and 
beauty. 
The impression which the first sight of 
the prison buildings make on the chance 
visitor is startling rather than pleasing. 
\ et considering the uses they are devoted 
to, their tout ensemble is the reverse of 
gloomy, and the eye rests with pleasure 
on a style of architecture whose like is not 
often seen in these degenerate days of gin­ 
gerbread and terra-cotta. 
Complaints arc 
often leveled against Americans for their 
alleged want of fertility in the domain of 
architecture, but here may be witnessed a 
stvle, 


UN IM ITATi V E, SIMPLE AND ORIGINAL, 
W hich appeals with delightful freshness 
to those whose taste has not become cor­ 
rupted by too frequent contact witli the 
resurrected dry bones of G othic and early 
English. 
The prison buildings constitute 
a long, irregular parallelogram, at the re­ 
mote of which abuts at an obtuse angle the 
new wing, which has been constructed al­ 
most entirely from designs furnished by 
the present deputy at San Quentin, 1!. F. 
Chambers. 
The Warden’s residence, office 
and commissary department are at the 
western end of the building, which here 
branches out into something resembling a 
contracted head to a capital T. 
Ascend­ 
ing a broad and commanding (light of 
stairs, the visitor enters a spacious hall­ 
way, on the right hand side of which is 
the commissary department, and on the 
left tlie suite of offices occupied by the 
W arden and his Secretary. The view to 
be had from the windows commanding the 
quarry here is spirited and novel, and the 
ring of steel on the stones that are being 
dressed bv the masons makes a melody 
which harmonizes admirably with the 
panorama displayed before the visitor’s 
eyes. 
The excavating and dressing of 
stone is the industry pursued at Folsom to 
which all others are subordinate. 
Under 
W arden McComb’s regime it attained to 
vast dimensions, and notwithstanding that 
the extensive Mare Island contract is all 
but completed, there are no indications that 
tinder Mr. Aull's W ardenship the industry 
will he abated any. 
And here is a fitting 
place for advancing an argument against 
the insensate clamor raised hv Trades 
Unionists against the employment of con­ 
victs at productive industry. 
It is 


CONTAINED IN A NUTSHELL. 
Every convicted man who is received at a 
State Prison was either a producer before 
he entered it or he was not. 
If the former, 
by working during his confinement lie is 
no more a competitor in the struggle for 
existence than he was while free; and if 
the latter, his compulsory labor while in 
prison is nothing more than a happy 
method of wringing from him the payment 
of a debt which he contracted with society 
while the latter supported him in a state of 
idleness. 
If the community is advanced 
by maintaining a section of its members in 
a perpetual state of 11011-productiveness, 
why should prisoners, alxive all other men, 
la* selected for this exemption ? 
Expedi­ 
ency left out of the question, morality im­ 
peratively demands that if our prisoners 
arc to be saved to the congregation, they 
must nevtr be (lermitted to remain in a 
state of idleness. 
The latter din's more to 
impede reform than any two causes com - 
bineil, and it hardly requires the genius of 
old W atts to impress our convictions with 
the truths of how 
"Satan finds stum? mischief still 
For idle hands to do.' 
The work pursued hy the convicts at 
Folsom maintains them in good moral 
health no less than it does in good physical 
health. 
It is open to none of the objec­ 
tions which are urged with only too much 


reason against the employment of prisoners | 
at work which calls for an expensive and 
costly plant before it can he prosecuted. 
Work in prisons too often admits of being 
dishonestly done, and the charge that is 
leveled against the products of prisons 
that they are scamped, is too often a true 
one it is to lie feared. 
The practice of 


ALLOWING PRISONERS 
TO 
SCAMP TH EIR 
WORK 
Is a reprehensible one, and is demoralizing 
both to those who set the example and 
those who take pattern by it. 
How can 
the convicts be expected to practice habits 
of honesty and thoroughness in the world 
when habits of dishonesty and slovenness 
are winked at in the prison? 
I know as a 
fact that 
in 
one 
particular 
instance 
a San Francisco company contracted for 
the services of 300 convicts, whom the 
former employed at furniture-making, the 
company gave such an impetus to scamp­ 
ing that the men who exhibited the most 
proficiency at it were deemed the handiest 
in the establishment. 
W hether a man 
who is taught in prison that it is a praise­ 
worthy occupation to im itate worm-eaten 
furniture which will lie palmed off on a 
credulous public as antique, can he ex­ 
pected to entertain very lofty notions on 
questions of morality, I leave to the re­ 
flective public to decide. 
And here is 
shown the overwhelming superiority of 
employing our convicts on such work as 
dressing stone. Tiie latter can’t be scamped, 
and nothing will communicate a pleasing 
appearance to it but hours of plodding 
and patient industry. 
Veneers and var 
nishes are powerless to deceive in this 
case, and from first to last the lessons in­ 
culcated hy stone dressing are healthy. 
It is work that above all things demands 
patience and industry, andas these are the 
very qualities in which convicts may he 
supposed to lie most deficient, anything 
which serves to kindle them into life an­ 
swers a two-fold purpose 
The trade of a mason is honorable above 
all other trades, for the reason that it is 
the only one that does not admit of dis­ 
honest work. 
A man who learns it is in 
request all over the world. 
No times are 
so dull th at lie can’t find employment, and 
as lie can earn good money by the exer­ 
cise of a lawful calling, the incentives to 
support himself by an unlawful one disap­ 
pear. 
“ Sweet are t lie uses of adversity” 
may be said of every convict who learns 
how to earn his bread hy a trade picked 
iqi in the prison. 
He is a made man for 
life, and so far from his imprisonment be­ 
ing a misfortune to him, it proves to be 
the very means of regenerating him into 
a useful and productive member of the 
community. 
The quarry is located on the lowest 
ground of the prison, and in appearance 
resembles 


A LARGE NATURAL AMPHITHEATER. 
Approaching it by a flight of steps 
which lead down from the road skirting 
the northern wall of tiie prison building, 
the visitor finds him self at the mouth of 
an artificial pit from whence the rock is 
blasted and hewn. 
A t the bottom of this, 
or scattered around its brink in detached 
groups, are the drillers preparing the rock 
for tiie reception of the blast, which is 
fired at noon or when the convicts have 
quit their work at evening. The presid­ 
ing genius is foreman knapp, whose fifty 
years’ experience of stone-quarrying, while 
it has whitened his hair, lias by no means 
dimmed his eve or abated his natural 
vigor. 
The force of stone-cutters, which 
number about a hundred, employ them­ 
selves under a circular shed built more for 
shade than for any protection it affords 
from the rain. 
In close proximity to the 
stone shed is the blacksmith shop, where 
the masons’ and drillers’ tools are sharp­ 
ened. 
From the good will witli which 
these are used it requires twenty furnaces 
and as many hammersmiths and tool- 
sharpeners to keep them in order. 
Mr. 
Luttrell superintends this department, and 
having an intim ate knowledge of the re­ 
quirements of masons, besides being a gen 
tleuian of kindly disposition, contrives to 
get out of his charges a maximum of work 
by a minimum of bulldozing. 
Facing the 
stone shed is a small office and barber 
shop, in the former of which “ quantities’ 
are figured out, and plans and computa­ 
tions made for 


FU LFILLIN G

W hile from first to last the work is super 
intended by freemen, some of the prison­ 
ers have taken such an interest and exhile 
ited such an intelligence in its perform­ 
ance, th at to these has been confided a 
show of authority in Matching and direct­ 
ing the movements of the less experienced. 
Gazing on the scene of bustle and activity 
presented by the quarry, a train of reflec­ 
tion is suggested which may well claim a 
moment to indulge ¡11. 
It is doubtful whether any penitentiary 


¡11 the I nited States can afford an example 
of industry and discipline brought t<> such 
a high pitch of perfection as that which 
exists at Folsom. 
The convicts 
apply 
themselves to their work with a will and 
cheerfulness, in strong contrast to the sul­ 
len demeanor exhibited by the typical con 
vict gathering. 
As far as moral impedí 
meats arc concerned there is absolutely 
nothing to prevent the convicts from lay 
ing down tHeir hammers and starting for 
the next county, for it must he remem­ 
bered th at the penitentiary is only par 
tially walled around, an archway in the 
prison wall perm itting a free egress t< 
those who are willing to run the gantlet 
of the contiguous batteries. 
Escapes, how­ 
ever, at Folsom are rare, and not eoiu- 
mtmly undertaken, except by the weak am 
idiotic, M artin Ryan’s affair being the il­ 
lustration which proves the truth of the 
rule. 
This entire subordination of the 
wills of the many to the wishes of the few 
is the more remarkable, when it is taken 
into consideration that 
the numerical 
strength of the officers and guards is a low 
one. 
But what the force lacks in numbers 
is made up in ability, and throughout it is 
pervaded hy an esprit <le corps, which 
binds the various members in sympathy 
with one another, and 


RENDERS DISLOYALTY IMPOSSIBLE. 
The present W arden is 110 novice at the 
business, to which he brings an expcrienc 
of convicts, acquired hy a study of their 
habits extending over thirty years. Th 
incidents of his career as a Wells-Fargo 
detective alone, would liear weaving into 
a romance, while his long tenure of th 
responsible offices of Turnkey and Captain 
of the Yard at San Quentin lend him ad 
ditional qualifications for the important 
post he now dignifies. 
Mr. Robinson, the 
Deputy W arden, is a sagacious and quick­ 
witted gentleman, who makes up fora lack 
of technical knowledge o 
the ways of 
prisoners by an all-round acquaintance 
with the weak points of human nature 
which will doubtless serve him in good 
stead. 
As to Mr. Murphy, the genial but 
astute Captain of the Guard, he is so well 
known to the majority of the residents of 
the Capital that it is liardfv necessary to 
describe him. 
Not only is lie a mine of 
information on everything connected with 
tiie jiast history of the prison, but the 
Captain possesses an unusually retentive 
memory ; and a frank and engaging man 
ner acts as a foil to qualities of sagacity 
and penetration, the existence in him of 
which those who are acquainted witli iiis 
true character would never suspect. 
On everything pertaining to the biogra­ 
phies of rogues he is peculiarly well 
posted, and this, together with his inti­ 
mate knowledge of the Folsom country­ 
side, render him a valuable amicuscuria on 
all matters of local detail. 
W hile the 
last administration was deservedly popular, 
the present one promises to be 110 less so, 
and lioth officers and convicts are as con­ 
tented with the new change of rulers as 
regret for the outgoing ones will permit, 
in a future paper 1 may give the R e c o r d - 
U x io n 's readers some account ot another 
phase of life in the penitentiary.

MADISON AND VICINITY. 


A THRIVING SECTION OF 
VOLO 
COUNTY. 


S o m e o f Its M an y I n d u s tr ie s —An 
E x c ellen t L o c ality F o r P ro fit­ 
a b le In v estm e n ts. 


Madison is a town of about 400 inhab­ 
itants, situate in almost th e geographical 
enter of Yolo county, and is twelve miles 
west of Woodland (the county seat), six 
miles east of the entrance to Capay valley 
and one mile south of Cache creek. 
Cache 
creek is a stream of considerable magni­ 
tude, and is spanned by a substantial 
wooden bridge, over a quarter mile in 
length. 
Capay valley is one of the most 
fruitful and picturesque in the world. 
Madison, at present, is the terminus of 
the Yaca Valley and Clear Lake Railroad, 
but will not rem ain so long, for this road 
is to lie extended through I.ake and Men­ 
docino counties. 
W ork on tiie extension 
has already begun, the road during tiie 
past few months having been graded as far 
as the head of Cache Creek Canyon, a dis­ 
tance of twenty-five miles from Madison, 
and track laying is liable to i>e begun at 
any moment. 
W hen the road iscompleted 
Madison will lie one of its chief shipping 
points, for this town to-day is the depot of 
a large scope of the surrounding country 
and is the nearest (Kiintof shipment on the 
railroad for tiie valley of Capay. 
As some 
of the large ranches near Madison are to 
be divided up and sold this will tend to 
tiring in settlers and increase the im port­ 
ance of the town as a business center. 
Madison was laid out in 1877, tiie town 
plot having been filed in January, 1877, 
and the first passenger train having en­ 
tered it in May of the same year. 
The 
town at a first view does not appear very 
imposing to the stranger, yet it contains 
two general merchandise stores that do an 
extensive business, a drug store wherein is 
situated the postoffiee, a barber shop, six 
saloons, a saddlery, a neat town hall, two 
livery stables, a meat and pork-packing es­ 
tablishment, a hardware store, machine 
repair shop, well-boring 
establishment, 
three large warehouses, a water-works sys­ 
tem, a steam flour mill, three blacksmith 
shops, a lumber-yard, shoe shop, two laun­ 
dries, a good public school, two churches, 
three lodges, a telegraph, telephone and 
Wells, Fargo & Co. express office. There is 
also a railroad round-house at Madison 
and last but not least, a verv good baseball 
club. 
The waterworks consist of two large 
wooden tanks that have a combined ca­ 
pacity of 15,000 gallons, the water being 
pumped into them by steam power. 
Pipes 
are laid throughout the town and water is 
always available for sprinkling, fire and 
other purposes. 
Tiie three grain ware­ 
houses have a combined storage capacity of 
over 20,000 tons and as much more grain 
can be, and often is, stored unsheltered in 
the warehouse yards after the iiarvest is 
over, to await shipment. 
The warehouses 
are full after every Iiarvest. 
Tills speaks 
volumes for the productiveness of the sur­ 
rounding country, and demonstrates the 
importance of Madison as a business cen­ 
ter. 
Another fact that demonstrates the 
importance of Madison as a business cen­ 
ter and a shipping point, is the existence 
there of an extensive meat and pork-pack­ 
ing establishment, which lias been there 
almost since 
the 
town 
started. 
It 
does 
a 
large 
business. 
During 
the 
year 
1887 
over two 
thousand 
hogs 
were s.aughtered, and also many lieeves, 
calves and sheep. 
Hams are smoked 
there, bacon is cured, and a quality of lard 
is rendered that cannot be excelled by any 
sim ilar establishment in the world. 
The 
products of this establishment are shipped 
to various jioints in the State, and find 
sutli favor th at the demand far exceeds 
the supply. 
At present the cattle and 
hogs that are brought there are those only 
that have been raised in the vicinitv. 
Were the capacity of tiie establishment to 
lie increased tenfold, it still could dispose 
of its products readily. 
F. N. llenrich 
the proprietor of the place, informs us that 
it is his intention to enlarge it consider­ 
ably this year. .V butcher shop and sausage 
factory are combined w ith the establish- 
men. 
The steam flour mill at Madison 
has a grinding capacity of 80 barrels of 
llotir and 500sacks of ground feed per day. 
It usually runs night and day, and, until 
lately, has been doing a big business. 
The soil around Madison, like that all 
over Y'olo county, is as rich as any in the 
State. 
It will produce anything, and 
everything that it lias been made to pro­ 
duce is remarkable for its size and quality. 
Notwithstanding the excellence of its 
soil the land values are not high. 
()n the 
contrary, in comparison with some of the 
lands in the southern counties thev are 
preposterously low. 
( )nlv from *45 to 8125 
per acre. 
Land of an inferior quality in 
the southern counties, which must he irri­ 
gated to lie rendered fruitful, sells readilv 
for $200, 8300 and 8400 per acre. 
The 
laud around Madison needs no irrigation 
whatever. 
I he rainfall is ample everv 
year. Fruits and vines thrive best w ith­ 
out irrigation and it has been abundantly 
proven that grains also thrive best w ith­ 
out irrigation. 
W ater is used for alfalfa 
in some spots only, and the editor of this 
paper doubts whether artificial water is 
needed at all in Yolo county, or for that 
m atter in N orthern California. 
i he town of Madison itself is situated 011 
the worst land in its neighborhood, which 
is eminently proper, for it leaves all the 
good land free fur cultivation. 
As it is the 
surrounding country that maintains 
a 
country town, the founders of Madison 
displayed wisdom when they chose the in­ 
ferior land for a town site. 
Yet the land 
upon which the town is situated is not 
worthless, for with proper cultivation it 
can he made to grow anything. It consists 
of a sort of alkali adobe which must he 
pampered and coaxed a little. Sinceorange 
and other fruit trees are now growing in 
the gardens of some of the citizens of Mad­ 
ison. it would seem as if the soil there had 
been successfully coaxed. 
West of Madison, and out toward the 
foothills, tiie soil is simply unsurpassable 
in quality, and is mainly devoted to wheat 
raising. 
A few vineyards and orchards 
only have yet been laid out, yet the land 
is admirably adapted to fruits and vines. 
The celebrated Orleans vineyard is onlv a 
short distance from Madison and comprises 
from six to eight hundred acres of vines. 
A distillery and extensive Mine cellars are 
on the premises, and the wines turned out 
are of a very superior quality. There are a 
few other vineyards near by, hut of not so 
extensive a characte •. 
There are also 
several 
fruit 
orchards near 
Madison, 
where wonderful fruits are grown, but 
there is room for many more orchards and 
vineyards too. 
(settlers are hadlv needed 
around Madison, and, as the soil is so rich, 
the prices of land so low, the scenery and 
climate so delightful,what more can people 
crave in this weary, all-too-prosaic world.

lUPOItn:]) I.I I M M WORMS. 


A H oy A fflicted w ith a D ise a se th a t is 
A ttr a c tin g A tte n tio n . 
In a little frame cottage at No. 409 West 
Twentieth street, is a 10-year-old boy who 
is attracting considerable attention from 
several physicians. 
There is nothing spe­ 
cially remarkable in the child’s appear­ 
ance, he seeming 
healthy and strong 
enough, though somewhat more pallia 
than usual. This boy, little Joseph Blaks- 
lee, is now under treatm ent for a disease, 
if disease it may be called, of which his is 
the only authenticated case ¡11 the United 
States. 
There is now being slowly re­ 
moved from his body a specimen of the 
“Guinea worm,” a very curious and little 
known entozoon native to the west coast of 
Africa, the marshy districts of Bengal, 
and certain portions of central Asia. 
The house is that of W illiam Blakslee, 
an Englishman by birth, who for several 
years has been ¡11 the employ of the Bur­ 
lington railroad as an engineer. 
“ 1 don’t know much about it myself,” 
said Mr. Blakslee. 
“ I am not at home 
much, and only know that the boy had a 
had time of it with the first worm, for this 
is the second. 
The doctor says he must 
have brought them from India in him, for 
he is my nephew, my brother John’s boy, 
not mine, you know. 
J ust show the man 
Joey’s foot,” concluded Blakslee, turning 
to his wife. 
Taking the child upon her lap Mrs. 
Blakslee removed a bandage and poultice 
from its left ankle, showing an inflamed 
snot about an inch in diameter. 
From 
tiie center of this protruded a yellow, 
thread-like body, wound on a small quill. 
“ T hat’s the worm,” said Mrs. Blakslee, 
pointing to the yellow thread, which was 
aliout the size of the F string of a violin- 
“ It’s been coming but about a fortnight 
now, and 1 think there must be six or seven 
inches wound on th at quill.” 
“ You see,” continued the boy’s uncle, 
“ my brother John and me were both 
engine-drivers in the old country, or en­ 
gineers, as you say here. 
He got a good 
oiler on an Indian railway, went and mar­ 
ried there. 
Two or three vearsafterward I 
came to America. 
Aliout two years ago 
my 
brother’s 
wife 
died, 
leaving 
him this child. 
He had done well in that 
country, 
but 
seem 
to 
feel 
th at 
he 
should 
not 
last 
long, 
and wrote me 
asking th at i( anything happened to him 1 
would take charge of his hoy. 
About five 
months ago my brother died, leaving the 
boy quite a bit of money, and directing 
that he be sent to me. 
So little Joe came 
all that long way alone, and got to Chi­ 
cago about three months ago.” 
“ W hen did the worm first appear ? 
The third week after Joey came,” contin­ 
ued Mrs. Blakslee ; “ that is, the first one. 
As 1 was (mtting the children to bed one 
evening Joey said his right foot itched 
and kept (lulling at it. 
I could find noth­ 
ing except a small pimple lig h t on the 
ankle bone. 
He went to digging at it with 
fingernails, and soon broke it open. 
A sort 
of little black head could he seen, and I 
got a needle and pulled it out. 
The next 
morning his ankle was swolen and hurt 
him so that he could not walk. 
It kept on 
getting worse and worse until we had to 
call a doctor. 
The child had a very bad 
time of it, but at last the sore began to 
run, and a sort of thread nearly two feet 
long came out. 
The doctor hadn’t known 
just what to make of the case before, but 
when he saw that he said it was a ‘Guinea 
worm,’ and a very rare case. 
H e told me 
that if another pimple like that come to 
let him know, and make the child let it 
alone. 
About two weeks ago this one ap­ 
peared on the left foot. 
Before the doctor 
could get here it broke, and he just took 
hold of the tiny black head, pulled it out 
aliout half an inch and wound it round the 
quill, as you see. 
Since that it lias come 
out about half an inch every day. 
The 
doctor says that if the worm is not" broken 
there will be no swelling or pain, and it 
will come out little by little.” 
“ Nes,” said Dr. F. G. Barnard, “ it is a 
genuine case of Guinea worm. 
The tiling 
is well known, and vet almost unknown. 
As far as I can ascertain, this is the first 
authentic case known in this country, 
though others are said to have been ob­ 
served in Louisiana in the early part of the 
century. 
The subjects were recentlv-im- 
(i rted slaves from the west coast of Africa. 
But the report is not well verified. Of 
course 1 don’t exactly know, but I suppose 
the child must have gotten the worms 
lodged in him by wading in some marshy 
pool. 
The authorities say th at the germ’s 
may lie in the system as much as two years 
before reaching a full development. Though 
the attacks of the worms have sometimes 
caused death, I have no great fear in this 
ease.”— C'hicayo Times.

The Earl of Dufferin thus combats some 
false impressions about Canada and its ex­ 
tent. 
H e says: 
Perhaps the best way of correcting such 
a universal misapprehension would be by 
a summary of 
the rivers which tlow 
through them, for we know that, as a poor 
man cannot afford to live in a big house, 
so a small country cannot support a big 
river. Now, toan Englishman or a French­ 
man, the Severn or the Thames, the Seine 
or the Rhone would appear considerable 
streams, but in the Ottawa, a mere af­ 
fluent of the St. Lawrence, an ariluent, 
moreover, which reaches the parent stream 
OOO miles from its mouth, we have a river 
nearly ?>>0 miles long, and three or four 
times as big as any of them. 
But even after having ascended the St. 
Lawrence itself to Lake Ontario, and pur­ 
sued it across Lake Huron, St. Clair, and 
Lake Superior to Thunder Bay, a distance 
of 1,500 miles, 


W H E R E A R E W E ? 
In the estimation of the person who has 
made the journey, at the end of all 
th in g s; 
but to us, who know better, 
scarcely at the commencement of the great 
fluvial systems of the Dominion; for, from 
that spot, that is to say, from Thunder 
bay, we are able at once to ship our 
astonished traveler on to the Ivaministi- 
quia, a river of some hundred miles long. 
Thence, almost in a straight line, we 
launch him on to Lake Shebandowan and 
Rainy lake 
and 
river—a magnificent 
stream three hundred yards broad and a 
couple of hundred miles long, down whose 
tranquil bosom lie floats into the Lake of 
the Woods, where he finds himself on a 
sheet of water which, though dim inutive 
as compared with the inland seas lie has 
left behind him, will probably be found 
sufficiently extensive to render him fear­ 
fully sea-sick during his passage across it. 
For the last eighty miles of his voyage, 
however, he will be consoled by sailing 
through a succession of land-locked chan­ 
nels, the beauty of whose scenery, while it 
resembles, certainly excels the far-famed 
Thousands Island^" of the St. Lawrence.

We arc able at once to transfer our friend 
to the W innipeg, a river whose existence 
in the very heart and center of the conti­ 
nent is in itself one of Nature’s most de­ 
lightful miracles, so beautiful and varied 
are its rocky banks, its tufted islands, so 
broad, so deep, so fervid is the volume of 
its waters, the extent of their lake-like 
expansions, and the tremendous power of 
their rapids. 
At last let us suppose we 
have landed our traveler at the town of 
Winnipeg, the half-way house of the con­ 
tinent, the capital of the l’rairie Province. 
Having had so much of water, having now- 
reached the home of the buffalo, like the 
extenuated Falstaff, he naturally “ babbles 
of green fields” and careers in imagination 
over the primeval grasses of the prairie. 
Not at all. 
We ask him which he will 
ascend first—the Red river or the Assini- 
boine, two streams, the one five hundred 
miles long, the other four hundred and 
eighty, which mingle their waters within

After having given him a prelim inary 
canter up these respective rivers we take 
him off to Lake Winnipeg, an inland sea 
300 miles long and upwards of sixty broad, 
during the navigation of which for many a 
weary hour he will find himself out of 
sight of land, and probably a good deal 
more indisposed than ever he was on the 
I.ake of the Woods, or even the Atlantic. 
At the northwest angle of Lake W innipeg 
he hits upon the mouth of the Saskatche­ 
wan, the gateway to the Northwest, and 
the starting point to another 1,500 miles of 
navigable water, flowing nearly due east 
and west lietween its alluvial hanks. 
Hav­ 
ing now reached the foot of the Rocky 
Mountains otir “ ancient mariner,” for by 
this time he will lie quite entitled to this 
appellation, knowing that water cannot 
run iqi hill, feels certain his aquatic ex­ 
periences are concluded, 
lie was never 
more mistaken. 
We immediately launch 
him upon 


T H E ARTHABASKA AND MACKENZIE RIV ­ 
ERS, 
And start him on a longer trip than any 
he has vet undertaken—the navigation of 
the Mackenzie river alone exceeding two 
thousand five hundred miles. 
If lie sur­ 
vives this last experience we wind up his 
peregrinations by a concluding voyage of 
one thousand miles down tlxe Frazer river, 
or, if he prefers it, the Thompson river, to 
Victoria, in Vancouver, whence, having 
previously provided himself with a first- 
class return ticket for th at purpose, he 
will probably prefer getting home via the 
Canadia Pacific. 


TH E CLIMATIC INFLUENCES, 
Even in the extreme Northwest, are not un­ 
favorable, and which is illustrated hy the 
facility with which wheat is grown in 
northern latitudes, Lord Duflerin claimed 
that most of the streams lie so eloquently 
described in the Noithwest flowed their 
entire length through alluvial plains of 
the richest description, where year after 
year wheat can be raised without manure, 
and without any sensible diminution of its

why not to the wheat areas of Northwest­ 
ern Canada, where there is said to be 466,­ 
000 square miles of

Indeed, it is claimed, with considerable 
show of truth, th at the M-heat-bearing 
areas of Canada far exceed the wheat- 
bearing areas of the United States—a fact 
of vast significance when one contem plates 
the importances that attaches to this food 
of the world. 
One or two facts of great 
importance in relation to the production of 
wheat in these northern regions should 
impress itself upon you a id upon the 
world. 
One of these is that, owing to the 
nearness of this wheat-bearing area to the 
North Pole, the sun, during the summer 
months, affords two hours longer of forcing 
power than elsewhere on the continent 
where wheat can lie grown. 


TWO HOURS A DAY OF ADDITIONAL SUN­ 
LIGHT 
J taring a wheat-growing season is of enor­ 
mous importance, and gives to these re­ 
gions an advantage which the frost and 
cold of the balance of tiie year In 110 way 
lessen. 
But even the frost and cold, 
strange to say, afford in advantage in the 
production of the delicate wheat plant. 
This advantage is found in the fact that, 
owing to the depth in the ground which 
the frost penetrates, the earth is never en­ 
tirely free from its influence, and deep 
down in the rich alluvial soil there re­ 
mains a well-spring of moisture, which, 
under the long and strong sun’s rays, con­ 
stantly exudes, and keeps moist the tender 
roots of the plant. 
Hence droughts and 
absence of rain have no terror to the 
wlieat-produeer of the great Northwest.

T h e S c a r c ity o f P o ta to e s. 
The short crop of potatoes in large sec­ 
tions of New York, Pennylvania and this 
State best fall promises to have a very im­ 
portant bearing 
on prices the coming 
spring. 
Local dealers in produce seem to 
agree th at the present high prices of 
potatoes are likely to continue indefinitely. 
Native, and 
especially New England, 
potatoes are comparatively scarce now, 
while the imported article is more com­ 
mon than usual. 
Ireland and Scotland 
furnish most of the potatoes imported, and 
Germany has also been "ending over large 
quantities, hut her stock for exportation is 
now running low and will soon be ex­ 
hausted. 
Natives are noM' quoted at 99e 
and 95c a bushel, and Irish and Scotch 


magrums at about 92c. 
All appearances 
seem to point to 
an 
increased 
price 
soon, though opinions differ widely as to 
tiie highest prices that will lie reached. If 
this rise takes place, however, large im­ 
portations from the Provinces may lie ex­ 
pected as the crop there was a good one, 
and dealers are only waiting a slight rise 
to be aide to bring them in at a profit. 
Outside of Canada, Ireland and Scotland, 
however, no foreign country is likely to 
furnish any considerable amount of pota­ 
toes for the American market.

The South depends largely upon N orthern 
growers for its potatoes for planting, and is 
already ordering in large quantities. Early 
growers in the Middle States M ill plant 
earlier and more heavily than usual.

will very soon exhaust the meager sup­ 
plies, and early new potatoes will com­ 
mand a high premium. 
Potato growers 
in tliis region are likely to raise earlv 
crops in the spring, and thus realize the 
benefits of the prevailing prices. 
The 
first early potatoes in the market will 
doubtless come from the Bermudas, but 
will fail to supply the demand. The Soutli 
cannot produce potatoes that are suitable 
for transportation, and growers of the 
North and East will practically monop­ 
olize the market, at least so far "as choice 
potatoes are concerned.—Spr ¡nofield (Mass.) 
Republican. 


A b o u t M a m m o th C lo v er. 
You have got me in trouble by stating 
th at I raised mammoth clover and might 
have seed for sale. 
If I had seed for sale 
the notice would have been a valuable ad­ 
vertisement for m e; 
hut as 1 have not, 
please allow me space to publicly answer 
numerous correspondents. 
1 raised no mammoth clover seed in 1S87. 
The extreme drought and hot weather 
of the late summer and fall of ’86 nearly 
destroyed the whole crop ; 
hut the seed 
shattered off in harvesting the crop of that 
season made a beautiful stand last spring, 
and afforded an excellent pasture the whole 
season, going into winter quarters in great 
shajie. 
I anticipate a good crop the com­ 
ing season. 
Now to answer a few questions of corre­ 
spondents as to tiie character and habits of 
mammoth clover. Like common redelover, 
it is a biennial, but from its habits of heavy 
seeding, I believe on rich land it M ill prove 
eternal, the old plants lieing replaced by 
new ones from the seed. 
It only differs 
from common red clover by growing larger 
and maturing later, starts equally early in 
the spring. 
F'rom my acquaintance with 
it, I consider it superior as a fertilizer and 
as a pasture. 
It matures with timothy, 
and therefore I think it is preferable for 
mixing with that standard grass for hay. 
1 have never had any trouble in getting" a 
stand. 
Have always made it a point to 
buy seed direct of the producer (several 
times sending nine hundred miles for it), 
unless I had my own raising. 
It is very 
im portant to sow fresh, pure seed. 1 would 
not pay half price for seed I had any mis­ 
givings about. 
Sow at the rate of one bushel to six 
aeres. 
Don’t sow with grain. 
Mow with 
machine when weeds get to lie eighteen 
incheS' or two feet high, and repeat the 
operation, it necessary, again during the 
season. Follow these directions and vou 
will succeed, and you need not worry aliout 
it.—Edwin Snyder in Kansas Fanner.

Disease often lurks in a dirty dishcloth» 
a greasy sink, an unclean tea-kettle and a 
poorly ventilated oven. 
To scour knives easily, mix a small 
quantity of baking soda w ith your brick- 
dust, and see if your knives do not polish 
better. 
Always have three or four bricks about 
the house, neatly covered with carpet, for 
placing against the doors to keep them 
open. 
“ Saladeggs” are hard boiled, then cut 
in two, and the yellow mixed with mus­ 
tard, pepper, herbs, vinegar and salt, and 
then served cold. 
At Newport they serve baked stuffed 
tomatoes for breakfast, and eat currant 
jellv on dry toast, possibly for the same 
reason that a cheap Englishman calls a 
cab a “ keli.” 
I)o not let growing children wear shoes 
with high heels; it is better for them to 
wear none at all, or only such an increase 
of thickness as is seen at the heels of eoin- 
mon-sense flat-soled shoes.

REFORMATION FROM WITHIN. 
Libel suits brought against newspapers 
are uncommonly abundant just now in 
many sections of the country. Whether 
this indicates greater courage on the part 
of plaintiffs or more of viciousness on the 
part of defendants has been by some papers 
made a question. Tiie better reason, how­ 
ever, sup]>orts the first speculation ; men 
are becoming less fearful to draw legal 
weapons upor. the possessors or lessees of 
types, anti the latter are not much more 
vulnerable than heretofore. The people 
see more clearly that there is no reason 
why the man who writes and prints an 
infamous charge against his neighbor 
should not be held to the same accounta­ 
bility as he who utters a libel by word of 
mouth. That this is a fair rule to apply 
is being impressed forcibly upon public 
opinion. The liberty of the press hedges 
in a precious privilege, violation of the 
sanctity of which would endanger our lib­ 
erties. Hut it is also true that it has fos­ 
tered a disposition to assail for the sake of 
mere sensationalism. This practice, hap­ 
pily confined for most part to a class of 
journals that are properly estimated as 
unreliable and caterers to low, vicious 
tastes, has l>eeu indulged in to a degree 
that was from the beginning nauseating, 
not to say abhorrent, and it is now begin­ 
ning to reap a harvest of actions at law 
that possibly may aid in checking the evil. 
No one has any special sympathy fora 
newspaper libeler; there is no reason why 
he should have greater claims for meiciful 
consideration than the common slanderer 
who goes about devouring character by the 
office of the tongue. There is no greater 
safeguard for the press, no broader guaran­ 
tee of its liberty, than the fact that the 
private citizen and the publisher of the 
newspaper stand upon equal footing before 
the law. For the right of citizenship is 
the sovereign right, and there is nothing 
a!>ove it, or greater than it in the Republic. 
What the citizen may speak lie may 
write and print, and that which is 
held sacred by the law in one ease, is as 
jealously guarded in the other. That cer­ 
tain of the press abuse these guarantees is 
undeniable, and in seven cases out of ten 
it is more for the purpose of gaining repu­ 
tation for great penetration and public 
spirit, than for exposing crime or laying 
hare corruption. It is humiliating to know 
that in not a few cases libels are carved by 
prominent papers out of pure fiction, with 
no shadow of ground work, dependence 
l>eiiig placed upon the obscurity of the as­ 
sailed, or the tearfulness of the victim to 
attack the press, for escape from deserved 
consequences. One instance of which we 
know, is where a vicious libel wa . printed 
in a metropolitan paper, calculated to 
greatly injure character and at the same 
time to give an air of courage and public 
-pint and sensational enterprise to the 
journal. 
The victim, however, though 
obscure, proves to lie combative, and lues 
manifested it by resort to the remedy the 
law provides. The truth is, certain ex­ 
pressions attributed to another, and pub­ 
lished as having been written by him, and 
in which the libel consisted, were on- 
cocted in the office of the paper refcrr d to, 
and credited to the authorship of th in­ 
nocent person. Of course, if justii • is 
done, the plaintiff' will establish his inno­ 
cence in Court, and thus give encourage­ 
ment to others who have suffered inimcrit- 
ediy from the same quarter. 
The disposition to hold the press to 


enough in the party to realize that no 
nation can attain to greatness, and retain 
it, with free and slave labor side by side.

There 
was statesmanship enough in the Republi­ 
can party to call the sons of the nation to 
arms in defense of the National Union, 
and to prevent its dismemberment hv re­ 
bellion upon a false and vieiouslv-con- 
ceived idea of State’s rights. There was 
and is statesmanship enough in the Repub­ 
lican party to estimate tire attempt to dis­ 
rupt the repúblicas a crime, involving in 
its awfulness the spilling of the blood of 
the flower of the country, and the offering 
up of hundreds of thousands of human 
lives ujion the altar of horrid war. 
Yes, it is perfectly true that there is not 
sense—of the kind implied—enough in the 
Republican party to admit that the act of 
the South in declaring war against the 
Federal Government was innocent; it has 
not sense enough of that order, thank 
heaven, to understand that the war in­ 
augurated by the South was defensive. It 
has and had enough of the right kind of 
sense, however, to comprehend that it was 
a war to perpetuate slavery, so far as the 
South was concerned; that the South put 
its construction of the Constitution ujion 
the hazard of the existence of human 
bondage, and it had sense enough to know 
that when that issue w;is made the Consti­ 
tution must be adjusted to human needs, 
that of freedom being up[>eruiost. 
It has sense enough to-day—knowing 
that the clamor for the right of secession 
was a pretense, anil not sincerely made by 
the leaders—to refrain from condemning 
the people of the South for their crime 
against human freedom and free govern­ 
ment, and into which they were disas­ 
trously led by these same chieftains. It has 
sense enough to know that the black man, 
having been placed upon political equality 
with the white, is entitled to full and fair 
opjKjrtunitv to exercise his sovereign right 
of franchise, unimpeded and without being 
threatened or cowed by his late masters or 
their descendants. 
Taken all in ali, the Republican party, 
fur one that “ never had any statesman­ 
ship,” has achieved the most remarkable 
State building of which the world’s history 
makes record, while in the matter of na­ 
tion-preserving it may justly claim a rnod- 
e.t share of credit, with all due respect to 
the Richmond Dispatch. The Republican 
party did not make the grand mistake to 
which it was advised, of refusing to forgive 
the men who use the Richmond Dispatch 
to revile it ; it was more merciful than 
statewise possibly when its benevolent in­ 
stincts controlled its ability to mete pun­ 
ishment to such as the Dispatch who live 
to boast of a crime—forgiven but not for­ 
gotten—against progress, civilization, hu­ 
manity, and an indissoluble union of inde­ 
pendent States. 
Let not our Virginia contemporary take 
trouble to its soul; unless all signs fail and 
political foresight is delusive, the Repub­ 
lican party has left still enough of states­ 
manship and sense in the year of grace 
1888, to take the Dis¡mtch's ancient and 
battered Democratic party by the neck and 
eject it from the office of administering the 
affairs of the nation.

The men who-e uniform excuse is that 
their business will suffer by their absence, 
probably speak with truth; but it is 


noticeable that most of these who cannot 
adjust their affairs so as to leave business 
for a few days to do the people service as 
jurors, find very little difficulty in absent­ 
ing themselves for a trip to a summer re­ 
sort, or time from business for absence that 
will conserve their private interests and 
pleasure. 
It has been suggested, and with some 
force, that the pay of jurors is insufficient, 
that it ought to he made so very much 
greater that it will, in part, compensate 
for absence from business; hut in criminal 
cases, increased per diem would invite a 
lass of professional jurymen, men depend­ 
ent upon such service, and who, as a tule, 
ire unreliable and unfit to he trusted with 
the liberties of their fellow citizens. 
In 
civil cases, in addition to these reasons, 
the greater fee would prove a bar to poor 
litigants, and praticallv shut them out 
from the right to have their causes heard 
and decided. 
Besides, tiie class most 
derelict in the matter of jury service, is 
thc class that would l>e very little, if at all, 
affected by any possible increase in the fee. 
The San Francisco Alta is inclined to be­ 
lieve that one reason why citizens evade 
jury duty is properly to he laid at the door 
of certain of the press, who make news­ 
paper trial—ex parte at that—in advance 
of the hearing in the Court the standard 
for all after judgment of the ease. It says: 
A failure to find lor plaintiff or defendant, or 
to convict or acquit at this journalistic bidding, 
is followed by ruthless denunciation of thc jury 
or such of the jurors as could not be induced to 
indorse these newspaper verdicts. In this way 
men of untarnished reputation, whose only 
fault is that, regarding the saeredness of their 
oaths, they have refused to allow themselves to 
he dragooned into finding verdicts which iu 
their own opinion were not warranted by the 
testimony before them , have been held up to 
public seorn and contumely, denounced by 
name and accused of selling their honor and 
their verdict for gold. 
There is a good deal of truth in the ex­ 
pression. Such journals as are referred to 
are harmful to society, and were it possible 
consistently with the principles of liberty 
ought to he abated as nuisances. At the 
bottom of all the ill complained of, and 
chief cause of jury duty avoidance, is lack 
of conviction on the part of citizens of the 
oft-repeated truth that, “Eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty.” 
There is 
need to teach and preach among men 
that the security for all community 
and individual 
rights depends 
upon 
the individual sharing 
the burdens 
of Government. 
We need to inculcate 
more thoroughly the fundamental truth 
that every man forever owes something to 
society, and that he who does not make 
constant payment not only rolis the pub­ 
lic, hut himself, endangers liis personal 
rights, and hastens the jiossible period 
when lie will appeal in vain for the assist­ 
ance lie no«T refuses to his fellows. 
With 
more of teaching in schools, press and 
pulpit of citizen duty-doing, there will 
come the time when a deejier sense of 
political and social obligations, and their 
consequent voluntary discharge will pre­ 
vail. In the meantime legislation should 
keep liefore the eyes of men their duty 
in this respect, backed by the severest 
jxissible corrective penalty. 
There will not lie any material reform 
in the matter effected speedily. The pres­ 
ent generation will he pretty nearly gone 
before we can look for great advance in 
this respect, for the evil lias been of slow 
and long growth, and it is not to lie eradi­ 
cated hastily.

Con­ 
gress proposes simply to require adulter­ 
ated lard to he sold as such. It is not pro­ 
posed to stop the manufacture, but to 
make cottonseed-oil lard sail under its own 
colors. 
We cannot 
understand how 
honest men can object to this. When ob­ 
jection is raised therefore it must he based 
iqxm the belief that people would not buy 
the adulterated article if they knew it. 
Mr. Armour admitted, says the Chicago 
later-Dccan, a year ago, that his establish­ 
ment alone consumed from 3,000,000 to 
3,300,000 gallons of cotton oil annually, 
and one of his agents has since testified 
that the firm last year sold 60,000,000 
pounds of refined lard, of which only 00 
per cent, was pure lard, the 40 per cent, 
being cotton oil and heel fat. It is con­ 
tended that the combination of lard and 
oi! is wholesome, even more so than hog’s 
fat alone. But that is not the question— 
it is simply that the consumer is entitled 
to know what he is buying, and that is all 
there is in it. The laying of the tax iden­ 
tifies the article, and gives the pure lard 
an even chance with the cheaper and 
adulterated article. 


OUR CLIMATE 


ERRONEOUS IDEAS. 
Mr. Appleton Morgan, the accomplished 
Shakespearean scholar, ¡’resident of the 
Shakespeare Society of New York, whose 
many literary works have secured for him 
an enviable position, in liis latest volume, 
“ Shakespeare in Fact and in Criticism,” 
used, in illustrating a passage, language 
which charges that when California miners 
are in need of pocket money they levy a 
tax upon any Chinaman in the vicinity. 
In the R e c o rd -U n io n of January 27th 
we took Mr. Morgan to task for this un­ 
warranted charge—one calculated to seri­ 
ously injure California by giving currency 
to a false estimate of social conditions in 
the mining sections. In another column 
will lie found a letter from Mr. Morgan, in 
which lie disavows any intention to convey 
false ideas, and, as we expected, pleads 
heresay for his authority. He explains 
that the charge crept in by inadvertence, 
and that it was wholly unintentional that 
It was made in the present tense. We be­ 
lieve Mr. Morgan; liis letter is entirely 
satisfactory, and we only regret that the 
error lias gone into a hook that will be so 
widely read as his exhaustive and en­ 
trancing work. 
The letter, however,

that in the mines a custom prevailed of 
enforced tribute—otherwise, robbery—by 
the miners. The truth is, as we have be­ 
fore said, that erroneous ideas of earlier 
and later times in the California mines 
have been industriously disseminated by 
vulgar romancers, the authors of yellow- 
covered literature, cheap story papers, 
and imaginative rliymsters. The result 
bas been to make an impression upon the 
public mind at thc East that California is 
upon the borders of civilization only; that 
it is essential to go armed here, and that 
lawlessness is the rule. Out of this im­ 
pression came the 'mu hearsay,” probably, 
that was unfortunately reflected in Mr. 
Morgan’s work. In the early days no such 
tribute-taking was known ; property was 
as secure then as now; iu some resjiects 
more so, for spoliation meant sudden and 
certain punishment. Mr. Morgan is satis­ 
fied that the exaction he refers to cannot 
exist now. We simply wish to assure him 
that neither did it exist at any time or 
place in California in the past. Had he 
been among the miners of 1849-55 he 
would have found them as broad-minded, 
property-respecting and order-loving a class 
of men as lie could wish to meet—albeit 
their methods of administeringjustice may 
sometimes have reflected t heir own rugged 
exteriors. 


Tiie Exchanges of Memphis declare in 
formal resolutions that “ thc imposition of 
one cent a (iound on adulterated lard will 
practically destroy the manufacture of 
cottonseed oil, render worthless the mills 
in which millions of dollars of the hard 
earnings of the entire country are inve-tcd, 
throw out of employment thousands of 
poor operators and laborers, and drive from 
tiie markets of the world one of our chief 
products.” Then it must be that mee t of 
the lard of the country contains a large 
percentage of cottonseed oil. Now there is 
no denial to lie made of the fact that the 
adulteration of lard, or any other adultera­ 
tion of food, renders it less useful and 
makes it in some dtgree harmful. The 
man who buys and pays for lard Is entitled 
to have lard delivered to him, and not a 
fraudulent article, a mere substitute. It Is 
not reasonable to ask tira» tkou-auds he 


The Police Commission, or a majority 
of it, closed up the Chinese lottery and 
tan games Thursday night. This is com­ 
mendable action, and the officials are en­ 
titled to the support of the community in 
this new departure. All good citizens 
should accord them commendation and en­ 
courage them to enforce the law in spirit 
and letter in this matter. 
But the fact 
that the officers so soon as they received 
orders found it no difficult task to shut up, 
by name and location pointed out by the 
Record-Union, the games, brings the in­ 
quiry so prominently to the front that it 
can not lie ignored, “ Why was not the 
order made long ago ?” But passing that, 
since it will he of no present value, let the 
authorities lie consistent in the reform in 
augurated, and not merely drive these 
vicious influences into hiding, hut eradi­ 
cate them. It is the testimony of old offi­ 
cers that this can he done, and that it 
was done in this city for a lengtliv j>e 
riod, effectually and without difficulty, is 
sufficient response to the threadbare excuse 
so often advanced that these evils can 
not lie suppressed, that they are attach­ 
ments to the body of society, which, how­ 
ever, harmful, must he endured, and there­ 
fore it is better to “ regulate ” them and 
derive some revenue from them. All such 
talk is the veriest twaddle ; a libel upon 
self-government, and a confession of weak­ 
ness no community that is self-respecting 
can afford to make. 
The truth is, as 
every officer knows, these offenses to the 
law can he stopped ; the only thing neces­ 
sary to accomplish that end being a dis 
jiosition to do it on the part of those in 
authority. To jilead that they cannot do 
it, is equivalent to saying that the offend­ 
ers rule the community and not those 
appointed by the law. 
For a long 
time they have, in a large measure, 
so ruled. Let it he hojied that the end has 
come. But it will he a sorry farce to com- 
jiel the Chinese to obey, and ¡lerniit those 
of our own race to continue the violation 
of the exjiress provisions of the law. I,et 
there not lie made fish of one and fowl of 
another offender. 
A n e w civil rule service has been aji 
jiroved which provides a jienaltv in east's 
where Federal office-holders use their in 
fluence or authority to coerce the action of 
any political body, or to interfere with any 
election. It is true that the same re­ 
straint was placed ujion such officials by 
the previous rules, and the President liad 
it in his power to inflict projicr punish­ 
ment ujion those who violated the rule; 
but there was no specific penalty provided. 
We may, therefore, now conclude that the 
rule will tic enforced and “awful examples” 
be made of sinners. Thc President can 
begin the reformation by looking into the 
working of the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee, for instance, as eight of its mem­ 
bers hold imjiortant offices under the Fed­ 
eral Government.

William R. Morrison, late Congressman 
and present Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sioner, is the sternest of tariff reformers, 
and when in Congress he always led the 
cry for free trade. But in his own district 
there is an interesting “ infant industry ”— 
the making of castor oil. Mr. Morrison 
was always careful to exclude the duty on 
castor oil from any bill which he fathered 
for the purpose oi' tariff' reduction. There 
is a strong tamily likeness in all these tariff 
reformers. They all cry for free trade on 
the other fellow’s goods.— Oakland Tribune. 
The Sutter Banner, referring to the debris 
question, says: “ The legai issue stands 
adjusted by the judgment of the Court of 
last resort and the highest legal power iu 
the republic. Imagine for one moment the 
result to the world of a decision or adjust­ 
ment on a contrary basis I Not a being in 
the whole universe could afford to accept 
it, and least of all could our mountain fel- 
low-citizens abide such an adjustment. 
For, just as certain as the established ad­ 
justment is reversed, the mighty corpora­ 
tions will sluice down to bed-rock not only 
the mountains but the inhabitants thereof, 
laving waste mountain, valley, rivers, bays, 
harbors and cities. 
Representative McCreary, of Kentucky, 
has prepared a bill which authorizes the 
President to invite the Central and South 
American republics to send delegates to a 
commercial conference tobe held in Wash­ 
ington, the object being to bring about 
closer business relations between those 
countries and the United States. The 
Democrats are reported as very enthusiastic 
in favor of this bill. The idea is original 
with one of the greatest of Republican 
statesmen, and was fairly “ howled down ” 
by the Democrats when Mr. Blaine formu­ 
lated it. If our Democratic brethren wish 
to make a popular hit they usually look 
for the footprints some Republican has 
made and plant themselves therein.—Hart­ 
ford Post. 
California needs no more school-teachers; 
the country is over-run with them, and 
year after year the number who fail to 
secure employment increases at an alarm­ 
ing rate, while the Normal School and 
other institutions go right on grinding 
them out at the rate of 5.000 a year. We 
need no more skilled laborers. Those al­ 
ready here, it is true, are paid liberal wages, 
hut they have to tide over a period of en­ 
forced idleness every year, which reduces 
the profit of their labor to a minimum. 
What we really need is men of capital, 
brains and enterprise, who will use their 
money to develop the country, and create a 
greater dem and for laborers, both skilled 
and unskilled.— Dixon Tribune. 


Ecs. Rkcobp-Usion ; Noticing in the 
November (1887) number of Harper's Mag­ 
azine an article on the “ Winter Climatic 
Resorts ot Three Continents,” by William 
Smith Brown, aud observing that bespeaks 
rather disparagingly of California, I con­ 
cluded to see if the recorded evidences of 
climatic uniformity could not be proved in 
favor of California’s winter resorts. Mr. 
Brown dwells on the fact of the health and 
winter resorts of the Riviera of Italy. He 
says: “All of these places offer a great 
mauy inducements to travelers in search 
of health—ease of access, good hotels, board­ 
ing-houses and villas, good English-speak­ 
ing physicians, (in fact English is sjtoken 
almost everywhere), good shops, plenty of 
society and a variety of diversion. But in 
all these jtlaces the invalid will find dis­ 
comforts and causes for apprehension, 
which the well and fuli-blooded may not 
encounter.” 
Now, Mr. Editor, why should the English 
speaking American go to the Riviera of 
Italy for health or recreation, and to find 
Euglish “ spoken by nearly every one,” 
when a far superior climate can be found 
ou ttie l’acific shores of our own free and 
independent country, where English is 
spoken, and the customs, habits and ideas, 
both social aud political, are the sam e; and, 
too, the trip across our own continent is by 
no means a tiresome one, when it can be 
taken in easy stages and surrounded by all 
the comforts that the invalids may be ac­ 
customed to at home. 
In speaking of California. Mr. Brown says: 
“ In summer the climate of California is 
hot aud dry away from 8an Francisco and 
other windy and variable locations. Iu 
winter it is very rainy and damp. ’ Now, 
if Mr. Brown will speed one winter on this 
coast he will find our climate is not so 
damp and chilly as is that of the great 
Riviera of Italy and other places he men­ 
tions, while the heated atmosjthere of the 
interior is not oppressive on account of its 
dryness. As for being windy he must not 
take San Francisco for a sample. Then, 
too, he must not look upon San Francisco 
as a health resort, for it is the most trying 
climate for throat troubles on the Califor­ 
nia coast, aud is also very windy. 
Speaking of our health or winter resorts, 
I will mention hut three, viz : San Diego, 
Santa Barbara and Los Angeles, aud, as 
wind is an objection that Mr. Brown puls 
forth, I will give from the Chief Signal 
Officer’s report for 1885 the average yearly 
velocity at San Diego and Los Angeles. 
The latter place has, on an average, as de­ 
duced from seven years' observation, lor 
each month, been as follows: Beginning 
with January.it was 5.7 miles per hour; 
February, t! miles; March, 5.5; April, 5 5; 
May, 5.4; June, 5 2; July, 4.8; August, 4.6; 
September, 4.7; October, 4 8; November, 
4.9; and December, 5.1 miles. Yearly av­ 
erage, 5.2 miles jter hour. The average 
yearly velocity is 45,290.3 miles, giving a 
monthly average of 3,774 2 miles. The 
highest monthly average was 4,276.4 miles 
in January, and the least monthly average, 
3,368.1 miles, in September. 
San Diego has an average hourly velocity 
for each month as follows : January, 5.2 
miles; February. 6.1; March, 6.5; April, 6.8; 
May, 6.7; June, 6.4; July, 6.4; August, 6 1; 
September; 6; October, 5 5; November, 5, 
and December, 5.1 miles. Annual average 
hourly velocity, 6 miles. Average yearly 
velocity, 52,326 9 miles, giving a monthly 
average of 4,360.6 miles. Greatest average 
monthly velocity, 4,954.8 miles, in May; 
least, 3,830.8 miles, in December. 
To show kowT much more windy San 
Francisco is than either of the two above­ 
named places, and that it should not be 
taken as a criterion of a California winter 
or summer resort, the total average yearly 
velocity of that place is 82,091.6 miles, with 
an annual average cf 9.3 miles per hour. 
This is quite a difference when compared 
with either Los Angeles or San Diego. 
The observer at Santa Barbara not hav­ 
ing an anemometer, the figures for that 
place cannot be given, but a few words 
from Hugh D. Vail, the Observer, will not 
be amiss in this art.cle. He says : “For 
the information of such as would like to 
come here, and are kept away by the re­ 
port in Harpa-'s Magazine, that Santa Bar­ 
bara is a windy place, with frequent 
dust storms, and also subject to fogs, it 
may be well to admit that we do have dust 
stprms in sumther like all other jdaces in 
Southern California, as well as fogs. The 
dust storms are not frequent, but of rare 
occurrence, and owing to our sheltered po­ 
sition, less violent than elsewhere. Five 
in a year would jirobably exceed the aver­ 
age, only one having occurred this year, 
since July, 1887. Fogs, except on the 
ocean, can hardly be said to be common in 
any season. The nearness of the Sauta 
Ynez range to the coast creates an up­ 
ward current of air which generally carries 
the fog, when there is any, far above the 
earth and lodges it near the summit of the 
mountains. From there it net infrequently 
extends out tike a canopy, cover­ 
ing 
half 
the 
sky. 
It 
is the 
custom 
here 
to 
call 
these 
fogs, 
but they have little or no effect upon the 
surface of the groun 1. The grass and 
leaves remain dry, anil were the mountains 
not in the background, would be seen only 
as ordinary clouds. Our real fogs, those on 
the surface, occur mainly at night; some­ 
times flowing in from the Pacific Ocean 
about sunset and disappearing soon alter 
sunrise in the morning, but more fre­ 
quently rising late in the evening and dis­ 
appearing again so early in the morning 
that few jtersons would know of there hav­ 
ing been were it not for the moisture they 
deposit. But so far as this place being 
windy, as asserted, it is, we believe, not 
only the least so of any part of Caliiornia, 
but. will in that resjiect compart favorably 
with any other place in the non tin hem­ 
isphere. The strong winds that prevail so 
generally along the Pacific coast are here 
almost quite unknown. Even a stiff 
breeze, except during a storm, is of rare oc­ 
currence.” 
To prove io your many and intelligent 
readers the eqnibility and uniformity of the 
climate of Santa Barbara, San Diego and 
Los Angeles, as compared with Mentone 
and San Remo, of the Riviera of Italy 
and of Corfu, 1 append the monthly tem­ 
perature for each place. Please notice a 
much warmer temperature in winter at the 
California stations, and also a much cooler 
summer temperature at the same places 
than at any of the loreign places, except 
Corfu. The table speaks with more em­ 
phasis and certainty than I cat), and is as 
follows: 


The climate of Sacramento city and vi­ 
cinity has proven of great benefit to myself 
iu a throat trouble that was brought on by 
the severe winter of 1874-75 at St. Paul, 
Minnesuta. at which time I was an assist­ 
ant at the Signal Office in that city.

IS CHRISTIANITY LIFTIN G M ANKIND. 
In an extended article published in the 
ChrUlian ( nion, from the pen of Rev. Dr- 
Lyman Abbott, its editor, and who is also 
at present occupying the pulpit of Ply­ 
mouth Church, recently made vacant by 
the death of Mr. Beecher, thus says upon 
the subject of revivals and as to the moral 
decadence or growth of m ankind: 
It is sometimes said, by those who regret 
the “ good old times,” that we no longer 
see any old-fashioned revivals in 
our 
churches, and that even the type of indi­ 
vidual experience has entirely changed; 
that conversions, with their clearly marked 
experience of pungent remorse, exhilar­ 
ating hope and delicious repose, are almost 
as rare as revivals. 
Ministers, stirred by 
the stories of the labors of Finney and 
Beecher, or by the older story of the Pen­ 
tecost, endeavor in vain to reproduce the 
same efleets by similar methods. Protracted 
meetings produce no other effect than a 
sense of weariness deepening into disgust; 
and the discouraged pastor laments his 
own efficiency if he l>e humble-minded, or 
scolds at the worldliness of his church if 
he is not. 
T hat there is some ground for this 
lament we do not deny. 
The gulf of sep­ 
aration between the world and the church 
has grown, if not shallower, at least nar­ 
rower ; not by degeneracy in the church, 
hut 
by 
improvement in 
the world. 
W orldly amusements are less pagan, if not 
more Christian, than they were when men 
and women looked on murder in the Col­ 
iseum with applause; trade is less hid­ 
eously, if not less really, selfish and inhu­ 
man than when the slave traffic was a 
reputable 
means of amassing 
wealth. 
Worldliness finds its way more easily and 
readily into the church ; though that the 
church is really more worldly than it was 
in the eighteenth century no one will own 
who reads Lecky’s admirable picture of the 
English Church at the beginning of the 
Methodist revival; that it is more worldly 
than it was in Apostolic days he will 
hardly 
believe 
if 
he 
reads 
atten­ 
tively 
Paul’s 
picture of 
its condi­ 
tion, in the Epistles to the Corinthians. 
T hat there is more missionary enterprise 
in the church to-day than ever before is 
attested by the work of our various Mis­ 
sionary Boards; that it is more unsectarian 
is attested hv the work of our Young 
Men’s Christian Associations; that it has 
behind it a more universal spirit of devo­ 
tion is attested by the meetings of our So­ 
cieties of Christian Endeavor, which allow 
no proxies in the praver-meeting. 
The 
lack of emotional revivals and of dramatic 
conversions 
is 
due, 
not 
alone— not, 
we think, chiefly—to impiety in 
the 
church or paganism in the world, but 
to changes in human character and human 
society, which, leaving the essential prin­ 
ciples of religion unchanged, involve neces­ 
sarily great changes in its methods. 
In the tirst century the society of the 
whole civilized world was built on wrong 
principles, and the whole current of human 
life was moving in a wrong direction. The 
gods were objects of fear, not of love. They 
were supposed to be pleased by special acts 
of adoration, not by a moral life. 
Death 
was the last and greatest enemy of man­ 
kind ; Hades, a dark and shadowy under­ 
world; meekness and temperance were 
marks of effeminacy; to hate one’s enemy 
was as much a virtue as to love one’s 
friend. 
Labor was a disgrace, th e work of 
slaves; idleness the prerogative of the noble. 
Fighting was the only honorable avocation; 
oratory and pugilism the only honorable 
professions. Punishment was revenge; that 
sin should be cured, not avenged, was a 
notion undreamed of in the world’s philos­ 
ophy. A t such a time the voice of Chris­ 
tianity 
to 
the 
world 
was, 
“H alt! 
Iiight alxmt face!” 
This was its com­ 
mend to the race, and to each individual in 
the race. 
No progress could be made in 
human life and character without first re­ 
versing all the principles which governed 
human life and molded human 
bnracter. 
If after eighteen centuries hum anity h.:d 
paid no attention to this command, if the 
church still no had other message for the race 
than “ H a lt! Bight about face!” we should 
certainly have to doubt its efficacy, even if 
we approved its principles. 
But this is 
not the case. 
The world has heard and 
heeded. 
It 
is hardly 
too much 
to 
say th at unchristian society in America 
to-day is more Christian than Christian 
society in Corinth in the days of Paul. 
<'ertainly the great majority in any Christ­ 
ian congregation are so. 
The message of 
the minister to his people is not a com­ 
mand to “ Right about face,” but to “ For­ 
ward, march.” 
His work is not to reverse 
their direction, but to quicken their steps. 


N !■ PAUL AND THIBET. 


D ifficu lt it s E x p e r ie n c e d b y a n E x p lo r e r 
in T h e se F a r -A w a y R e g io n s. 
The exploration of the regions lying to 
the north and west of the Indian frontier 
has always been a difficult task, the inhab­ 
itants viewing with g reat. jealousy any at­ 
tempt by Europeans to penetrate into their 
countries. The Indian Government has, 
however, trained native surveyors, who are 
viewed with less suspicion, and their ex­ 
plorations of late years have led to a vast 
extension of our geographical knowledge 
of the Indian trans-frontier countries. The 
last exploration carried out by these emis­ 
saries of the Indian Survey Department is 
one made by a native called M—II., who 
traversed some previously unknown tracts 
in Nepaul and Southern Thibet, and whose 
notes of travel contain points of considera­ 
ble interest. 
The explorer crossed the 
Nepaul boundary near Dagmarathana in 
Bhagalpur, and after making customary 
presents, obtained a pass|>ort authorizing 
his further progress, which lay northward 
over the M ahabharat range, one of the 
spurs of the great Himalayan mountains. 
A t various points along the route his pass- 
jxtrt was examined, his goods searched, 
and a tax exacted from him, and in some 
cases he had, in addition, to propitiate the 
local authorities with presents. 
At Ju- 
bang, Thibetan inhabitants were met for 
the first time. 
Khumbujong, a little west 
of Mount Everset, is the residence of the 
Governor of the Khumbu district. The 
official is a Thibetan, and has held the post 
for the last th irty y ears; he receives no 
pay from the Nepaul Government, but is 
allowed fifteen per cent, of the net revenue 
of the district, and pays an annual official 
visit to Khntmandu. 
For a time the Gov­ 
ernor absolutely refused the party permis­ 
sion to proceed northward by a route 
which he alleged had never till then been 
traversed by any Hindostanee or Goorkha. 
After curing the wife of the Governor’s 
son of goitre he became a favorite with 
that personage, and was taken by him in 
his train when he started on a trading ex­ 
pedition to the north. Thus, after a six 
weeks’ enforced inactivity, the explorer 
again started on his way. 
On the 23d of 
September, near Pang’ll, the famous deity 
Takdeo (horse god), a black rock, in shape 
like a huge horse, was passed. 
Out of def­ 
erence to Takdeo, which is held very sacred 
by the Thil*taiis, no ponies are allowed on 
the route over the pas.-. 
Along the path 
are to he seen large masses of rock brought 
down hv the snow action from the bights 
on either side, at:d poised like capitals on 
pillars of frozen snow, about thirtv or 
forty feet in circumference^ and twenty to 
thirty feet ;n bight—a phenomenon seen 
nowhere else by the explorer in his exten­ 
sive travels over snow-clad districts. 
< tossing the Paugula Pass over the H i­ 
malaya-, the bight of which he estimated 
at over 20,000 feet, the explorer, after 
some trouble at a frontier village, succeeded 
in entering Thibet. H e came to the town 
of Dingri, which consists of about 2-50 
houses. The inhabitants are obieflv T hi­ 
betans, though they are five houses belong­ 
ing to Goorkhas and thrre or four to ( hi- 
narnen who have established themselves at 
this place for tradingpurposesAThe houses 


are all stone-built (a tenacious whitish 
clay lieing used in place of mortar), and 
with flat roofs. 
The country round is well 
cultivated, but barley and peas are the 
only produce. 
The inhabitants all appear 
well-to-do; hut they seem to sutler a good 
deal from rheumatism (the altitude 13,81)0 
feet), induced, no doubt, by the piercing 
winds which sweep over the plain. 
On 
the hill, which rises immediately from the 
north of the town to a hight of about 300 
feet, stands the stone-built fort occupied by 
the Daibung and forty (’hiñese officers, 
who are in command of about 500 Thibe­ 
tan soldiers. The Daibung is relieved once 
in three years, and. during his tenure of 
office is allowed to trade within the limits 
of his province. 
There are said to be only 
three Daibungs in all under the Lhasa 
G overnm ent; of these, one resides in Lhasa, 
another in Ñarucho district, and the third 
at D ingri; no gold is to he seen at D ingri; 
it is much sought after, and many inquiries 
were made of the explorer as to whether 
he had any gold, pearls or coral to dis- 
1 sise of. 
The soldiers occupying the Dingri fort 
are armed with a sword, matchlock, and 
bow and arrows. 
The sword is the nsual 
short, straight weapon in wooden scab- 
board met with all over Thil>et; the match­ 
locks are sent from Lhasa, and the bows 
are made of bamboo which is brought from 
Nepaul. The soldiers manufacture their 
own powder on the spot. 
Lead is im­ 
ported from Nepaul and D arjeeling; hut 
as hullet-molds are unknown, they pour 
out the molten lead into a long, hollow 
scoop in the ground, and then clip it into 
convenient-sized pieces, which are ham­ 
mered to suit the bores of the guns. 
The 
soldiers receives a small yearly pay (about 
1'2 to E2 10s.), and are allowed to engage 
in agriculture, trade, etc. They are drilled 
by their Chinese officers every week or so, 
sometimes on foot, at other times mounted 
on ponies, which they m aintain for them ­ 
selves, and there are periodic inspections 
by the Daibung. 
A long time was spent at Dingri, which 
place is the center of a very large trade; 
much interesting information being col 
lected concerning it by M—H., who was 
eventually enabled to continue his journey 
westward past the I’algueh Lake to Jonk- 
hajong (the furthest point to the north­ 
west reached). Jonkhajong is a military 
and civil post of some importance, two offi­ 
cials called Jongpons, wielding extensive 
powers, residing there. 
Passing Kirong 
the route nears a river, and for about 100 
paces is carried over a gallery about six feet 
wide, run along the perpendicular face of 
the rock at a hight of from fifteen to 
twenty feet above the water’s edge. 
The 
gallery rests on thick iron bolts driven into 
the rock at intervals, over which planking 
is loosely laid ; the outer edge is fenced by 
a rudelv-made ro(>e passed round wooden 
posts fixed to the bolts. 
Eventually the 
explorer succeeded in reaching India in 
safetv.— London Times.

POPULAR SCIENCE. 


Professor Ramsay thinks that 
color­ 
blindness is a defect of the brain instead of 
the eye. 
According to naturalists, wasps remem­ 
ber the locality of their nests just ninety- 
six hours. 
A mercury plumb-bob has lately been 
made. 
It consists of a small steel rod, 
bored out and filled w ith mercury to give 
weight. 
A very useful polishing powder for 
metals and glass is made of finely-ground 
glass, mixed with a small proportion of 
dried soda ash. 
Tannin has been discovered as an ani- 
m il substance by M. Villon, a French 
chemist, who finds that corn weevils con­ 
tain alxmt 3 per cent, of it. 
It has been discovered that wool, sat­ 
urated with a 10 per cent, solution of 
glycerine, can bear a prolonged heat of 
275 degrees without injury. 
The Popular 
Seicnce 
News inveighs 
against the abuse of tea, anil warns the 
young particularly against its use. 
Four 
or six cups of tea taken during each 
twenty-four hours will, in time, produce 
tea-poisoning. 
A ustrian engineers speak favorably of 
Gicszl’s pilot engine for preventing rail­ 
way collisions. It is worked by electricity, 
under the control of the engineer, and is 
run at any desired distance in front of the 
train, which it stops automatically on en­ 
countering any obstacle. 
Nitrogen will not burn, like hydrogen, 
nor support combustion, like oxygen ; and, 
though not of itself poisonous, animals sur­ 
rounded by it speedily die from “oxygen 
starvation.” 
The specific gravity of nitro­ 
gen is .972, air being one (1). 'its escape 
from a deep, open ja r’ is one means of dis­ 
tinguishing it from carbonic acid. 
A new invention, to take the place of 
stained glass, is made of a cotton and linen 
paper, which is dipped into a preparation 
of alcohol and camphor, which makes it 
like parchment. 
From this jtoint it can 
he modeled and cut into remarkably tough 
sheets, entirely translucent, and it can be 
dyed with almost the whole outline colors, 
the result being a translucent sheet show­ 
ing far more vivid hues than the best glass 
exhibits. 
Dr. C. A. W hite thinks he has solved 
the mystery of w hat becomes of all the 
antlers that deer shed every year. 
Al­ 
though the antlers when the deer is killed 
before they are removed will withstand all 
weathers for years, it is very rarely that a 
pair th at have been shed are found. 
Dr. 
M ilite asserts th at he has discovered a 
small insect that attacks the antlers, and 
within a short time after they are shed 
destroys them by burrowing through and 
through them. 
K ainit is obtained at Strassfurt, Prussia. 
The mine from which it is taken is struck 
at a depth of 480 to 812 feet. 
The thick­ 
ness of the bed is unknown. 
It has been 
pierced over 1,000 feet. 
It extends over 
an area of more than twenty-five German 
miles in length. 
The constituent parts of 
kainit are: Sulphate of potassa, from 28 
to 32 per cent.: sulphate of magnesia, from 
14 to 20 per cent.; chloride of magnesium, 
from 4 to 5 per cent.; sulphate of lime, 
from 10 to 12 jiereent.; chloride of sodium 
(common salt), from 35 to 40 j>er cent. 
There is news from Cochin China that a 
meteorite of great size h..s fallen not far 
from Tayninh. This brings to mind the 
Cranbourne meteoric, found near Mel- 
bournc in 1801, and weighing four tons, 
which is one of the largest known. 
That 
found in Brazil, weighing fourteen tons, is 
also one of the largest known. 
But it, 
again, is far behind the meteoric mass 
found in 1870 by Nordenskjold at Ovijak, 
in W est Greenland. 
He found three me­ 
teorites there—one weighing four tons, 
another weighing fourteen tons, and a third 
weighing twenty-two and one-lialf tons. 
The use of the mosquito has been at last 
discovered. 
Professor W ebster says that 
“injurious organic m atter in the' water, 
instead of decomposing and poisoning 
people, is changed into “wiggle-tails,” 
which in due time become mosquitoes, and 
the winged m atter Hies away, leaving the 
water purified to the extent of their ability 
to remove the impurities. 
If fish are kept 
in the water they eat the ‘wiggle-tails,’ 
and grow large enough to serve as food for 
man. 
Thus the [tolsonous ingredient of 
impure water becomes 
healthful 
food. 
W ithout 
mosquitoes 
most marshy or 
swampy land would be 
dangerously in­ 
salubrious.”

T hough cooking in general m ay not be 
regarded w ith m uch favor by th e average 
schoolgirl, she is alw ays anxious to learn 
how to m ake candy, aud hails a recipe as 
a boon. 
T he follow ing recipes for peanut 
candy, b u tte r scotch, and molasses candy 
were obtained from a friend who m akes 
the best hom e-m ade candy it has ever been 
our good fortune to taste, and, re she rec­ 
om mends them , we may rely upon th eir 
being excellent. 
W e give them , w ith her 
cem m ents, ju st re she w rote them : 
D elicious P ean u t Candy.— Shell 
your 
peanuts and chop them fin e ; m easure 
them in a cup, and take ju st th e sam e quan­ 
tity of granulated sugar re you have pea­ 
nuts. 
P u t th e sugar in a skillet, or spider, 
on th e fire, and keep m oving th e skillet 
around u n til th e sugar is dissolved ; then 
p u t in th e peanuts and pour into buttered 
tins. 
T h is is delicious, and so quieklv 
m ade. 
B u tter Scotch.—Two cups of brown su­ 
gar, h alf cup of butter, four tablespoonfuls 
of molasses, two tablespoonfuls of water, 
two tablespoonfuls of vinegar. 
Boil until 
it hardens w hen dropped into cold water, 
then pour into buttered tins. 
Molasses Candy.— Two cups of brown 
sugar, half-cup o f New O rleans molasses, 
tw o-thirds cup of vinegar and w ater m ixed, 
a piece of b u tter h a lf th e size of an egg. 
\ \ lien th e candy hardens in cold w ater, 
into shallow buttered tins, and as

A D o c u m e n t o f G r e a t I n te r e s t D isc o v e r e d 
in th e D is tr ic t A r c h iv e s . 
Says th e W ashington (I). C.) Star of 
recent d a te: Among th e old records stored 
aw ay in the v au lt a t th e D istrict building 
is a copy of the will of Thom as Jefferson, 
filed in th e archives of th e D istrict years 
ago, so long th a t 110 one connected w ith th e 
D istrict G overnm ent to-day knows the 
purpose for w hich it was placed on record 
there. 
T h is old docum ent is dated M arch 
16, 1826. 
I t bequeaths to his grandson. 
F rancis Eppes, lands at Poplar Forest, and 
subjects all his o th er property first to th e 
paym ents of the debts of th e deceased. In 
consideration of th e insolvent state of the 
affairs of his son-in-law, Thom as M ann 
R andolph, he leaves th e residue of his 
property iu tru st for his daughter, M artha 
R andolph, to become hers absolutely at 
the death of T noiuas M ann R andolph. 
T his course, th e w ill explains, is taken to 
secure the property against th e claim s of 
M r. R andolph's creditors. 
A codicil a t­ 
tached on th e follow ing day recom mended 
to his daughter, M arth a R andolph, the 
m aintenance and care of his beloved sister, 
A nnie Seott 
M arks, gave to his friend 
Jam es M adison of M ontpelier, his gold- 
m ounted w alking stick of anim al horn, 
“ as a token of th e cordial and affectionate 
friendship w hich for nearly now an h a lf ¡ 
century has united us in th e same p rinci- I 
pies and pursuits of w hat we have deemed 
for th e greatest good of our country.” 
H e 
gave to the U niversity of V irg in ia such 
books in his library re th e U niversity had 
not|already copies of, and the rem ainder to 
his two grandsons-in-law , N icholas 1*. T rist 
and Joseph C'oolidge. 
To his grandson, 
T hom as Jefferson R andolph, he gave his 
silver watch in preference to his good one 
because of its superior excellence, and also 
all his lite rary papers. 
He provided also 
for the purchase ol' a gold watch for each 
of his grandsons. 
“ 1 give,” continues th e w ill, “ to my 
good, affectionate and 
faithful servant, 
B urw ell, his freedom and th e sum of $300 
to buy necessaries to commence his trade 
of p ainter and glazier, or to use otherw ise 
re he pleases. 
1 also give to m y good 
servants, Jo h n H ennings and Jo e Fesset, 
th e ir freedom a t the end of one year after 
my death, and to each »f them respect­ 
ively all th e tools of th e ir respective shops 
or callings; and it is my will th at a com­ 
fortable log house he built for each of the 
three servants so em ancipated, on some 
p art of m y lands, convenient to them w ith 
respect to th e residence of th eir wives and 
to 
C harlottesville and th e 
U niversity, 
w here th ey will be m ostly employed, and 
reasonably convenient, also, to th e in te r­ 
ests of th e proprietor of the lands, of 
w hich houses I give th e use of oue, w ith a 
curtilage of an acre to each d uring his life 
or personal occupation thereof. 
I give 
also to Jo h n H ennings the services of his 
two apprentices, M adison and Eston H en ­ 
nings, u n til th eir respective ages of 21 
years, at w hich period respectively I give 
them th eir freedom. 
A nd I hum bly and 
earnestly request of th e le g isla tu re of 
V irginia a confirm ation of th e bequest of 
freedom to these two servants, w ith per­ 
m ission to rem ain in tills State, where 
th eir fam ilies and connections are, re an 
additional instance of th e favor of w hich 
I received so m any o th er m anifestations 
in th e course of my life, and for w hich I 
now give them m y last solemn and dutiful 
thanks.” 
T he w ill bears a certificate, show ing 
th a t A ugust 7, 1826, it was proved in th e 
C ourt of A lbem arle county, V irginia, and 
ordered to be recorded.

R e n e w i n g 
T i m b e r 
L a n d .— Some of 
th e older States are renew ing th e ir grow th 
of tim lier, th u s tending to allay the fears 
of an eventual exhaustion of th e tim ber 
supply. 
In New England th ere is a vigor- 
¡ ous second grow th of w hite pine, w here the 
j forests are already yielding between 200,­ 
000,000 and 300,000,000 feet of tim ber an- 
nuallv. 


H ere are tw o recipes w hich another 
friend lire kindly sent u s : 
Chocolate Creams.— To th e w hite of one 
egg add an equal q u an tity of cold w ater. 
S tir in one jiound of confectioner’s sugar. 
Flavor w ith vanilla. 
S tir u n til fine and 
sm o o th ; th en mold into balls and drop into 
m elted chocolate. 
To m elt th e chocolate, scrape and p u t it 
in tin cup or sm all saucepan over a kettle 
where it will ¡steam. 
I.et th e chocolate 
be m elted w hile th e cream is being pre­ 
pared. 
\\ aln u t Creams.— M ake th e cream as for 
chocolate drops and mold into larger balls. 
Place th e h a lf of an English w alnut on 
e ith er side and press them into th e cream. 
T he cream prepared in th is way, we 
have found, can be used for various kinds 
of candy. 
Sm all pieces of fruit of any kind and 
nuts can he inclosed in th e cream, m aking 
a great variety. 
Chocolate m ay be m ixed 
w ith it; and if strong, clear coffee Ls used 
in place of th e water, the candy will have 
th e coffee flavor and color w hich some 
people like. 
W alnut and F ru it G lace.— P u t one cup 
of sugar and h a lf a cup of w ater in a 
saucepan, and stir u n til th e sugar is all 
dissolved; th en place it over the fire, and 
let it boil u n til it hardens and is q uite 
crisp when dropped in cold w ater. 
Do not 
stir it after it is pu t on th e fire. 
W hen cooked sufficiently, dip out a 
spoonful at a tim e, and drop in buttered 
tins, leaving a space of an inch or so be­ 
tween each spoonful. 
Place on each piece 
of candy th e h a lf of a w alnut, or th e fruit 
w hich has previously been prepared, and 
pour over them enough candy to cover 
them , alw ays keeping each piece separate. 
A ny kind of fruit can he m ade into 
glace. 
W hen using oranges, q u arter them 
and rem ove th e seeds. 
Straw berries, in 
th eir season, and peaches also m ake d eli­ 
cious glaee. 
T he rem ainder of our recipes have been 
taken from fam ily recipe-books, and a l­ 
though we have not tested them ourselves, 
we th in k it m ay he safely said th a t they 
are good ones. 
M arshm allow 
P aste.— Dissolve 
one 
pound of clean, w hite gum arabic in one 
q u a rt of w a te r; strain, add one pound of 
refined sugar, and place over th e fire. S tir 
continually u n til th e sirup is dissolved and 
th e m ixture lire become of th e consistency 
of honey. 
N ext add gradually th e beaten 
w hites of eight eggs ; stir th e m ixture ail 
th e tim e u n til it loses its thickness and 
does not adhere to th e finger. 
Flavor 
w ith v anilla or rose. 
P o u r into a tin 
slig h tly dusted w ith powdered starch, and 
when cool divide into squares w ith a sharp 
knife. 
Toasted M arshm allows.— T ie a string on 
th e end of a cane or stick, fasten a bent pin 
on th e end of th e string and stick the pin 
in to a m arshm allow drop. H old th e m arsh­ 
m allow suspended over an open fire and 
let it gradually toast. 
W hen it begins to 
m elt and run down it is done. 
F or a sm all party, toasting m arshm al­ 
lows w ill he found quite a m erry pastim e, 
and a great m any persons consider the 
candy much better for lieing thus cooked 
th e second tim e. 
Chocolate Caram els.— Two cups of sugar, 
one cup of molasses, one cup of m ilk, one 
tablespoonful of butter, one tablesjioonful 
of flour, h alf pound of B aker's chocolate. 
G rease your pot, p u t in sugar, molasses and 
m ilk ; boil fifteen m inutes, and add butter 
anil flour stirred to a cream. 
L et it boil 
five m inutes, then add 
the chocolate, 
grated, and boil until q uite thick. 
G rease 
shallow pans and pour in the candy h alf 
an inch thick, m arking it in squares before 
it becomes hard. 
Popcorn Balls.—Six q u arts of popped 
corn, one p in t of molasses. Boil th e molasses 
about fifteen m inutes ; th en p u t th e corn 
into a large pan, pour th e molasses over it, 
and stir briskly u n til thoroughly m ixed. 
T hen, w ith clean hands, m ake into balls of 
th e desired size.

ADDRESS OF MR STEFFENS. 
Joseph Steffens, President of the Board of 
Trade, was the next introduced by the 
President of the evening in eulogistic terms, 
and delivered tin extended, but highly-in­ 
teresting and practical address to the stu­ 
dents and graduates. His remarks were 
closely listened to and full of valuable sug­ 
gestions and thought[fcr young people of 
academic life, for whom it was chiefly in­ 
tended.

The disposition among some to 
think light of business schools aud other 
special departments of education, he re­ 
garded as ill-founded, and that what was 
really needed for practical use iu life was 
practical instruction or education, rather 
than theoretical. This he illustrated forci­

mechanics 
and he pave their views upon the subject. 
The speaker urged that education should 
not only be practical, but that it should 
also be thorough : and lhat the aim of the 
student should be to form a habit of thor­ 
oughness in all he does, as the practice in 
tins direction would 
give 
stability of 
method and character, which would "win 
success and characterize the man through 
life. 
In concluding the speaker said : “ There 
are great lessons also to leant that no pro­ 
fessor nor book of rules devised by man 
can even begin to teach 
you. 
These 
come 
in 
daily 
busy 
life, 
and 
every true and loyal heart will find 
them scattered here and there like dia­ 
monds in the rough, which, when taken in 
the lapidary of an earnest, upright life, de­ 
velops rarest worth, and sheds a light that 
is born of faith in heaven. On yonder 
Mount of Rest, far above the plain and 
foothills of strife and turmoil, well up to­ 
wards the snow line, where cools the heat 
of anxious toil, and just where the ther­ 
mal line of Better Laud drops down and 
tempers all, ntethinks I see a fragrant 
arbor and resting place, where old age halts 
to look back over life’s winding way. 
There halts, resting, a veteran, tired, but 
victorious group. Their way of life was 
through industry's plain—unceasing iu 
their toil, willing to wait and learn. 
Pru­ 
dent, courteous and courageous, the heat of 
strife with patience cooled a due regard for 
others’ rig h ts; no trust betrayed, and in 
everything most loyal and faithful to the 
end. The central figure is one of ripened 
age. His hair is more than gray; his 
hands hold well-thumbed statutes devised 
by man since time began; his heart is full 
of precepts front the higher Eternal Law ; 
his pain-racked body trembles front the 
tramp of life’s forced march, led on by the 
martial music of his earnest soul. Behold 
him now—his work well done, his goal 
well gained, beloved by man, befriended bv 
his God!

R ep o rted K illing o r C hristians iu C h in a -

By the arrival of the steamer City of 
Peking we have advices front Hongkong to 
January ]8fh and from Yokohama to Jan­ 
uary 28th : 
C H IN A . 
The Viceroy of the Two Kwong lias set 
out with nine gunboats and four thousand 
troops of Hainan to avenge, it is said, the 
murder of a Commissioner sent by him to 
that island. 
The old Pei-t’ang Cathedral was evacu­ 
ated by the Lazarist Mission 011 the 14th 
u lt, and the property turned over to the 
Chinese G overnm ent." 
A serious riot occurred at Hokltan the 
other day, and a church belonging to the 
Catholic Mission was hurst down. It is 
said that the trouble originated through the 
refusal oi the people to saction the building 
of a new church. 
News has been received by telegraph of 
the destruction of a Roman Catholic chapel 
in the Di p'ing Prefecture of Kweicbou. 
Eight or nine Chrisiinns were killed during 
the disturbance. 
Reports from the North show that a great 
drought prevails, which, however. Is .Lav­ 
ing one good effect, that of facilitating ihe 
work for the repair oi the destruction 
caused bj’ theY'ellow liver inundations. 
The new Admiralty Dock at Hongkong, 
the largest in the Far East, was opened on 
the 9th inst., to receive a Chinese itonclad 
of 7,000 tons. 
JAPAN. 
The United States flagship Brooklyn is 
still at Kobe, where the Essex is also 
undergoing repairs. The Monacacv is in 
Yokohama harbor. 
The Omaha, Captain Courtis, left the 
harbor about 9:30 o’clock on the 23d inst., 
pennants gaily flying, homeward bound. 
Rumors are once more afloat that a 
change is im pending in the Cabinet. 
A fire at Y'okohamn January 21st de­ 
stroyed between four and five hundred 
buildings. 
The Government has ceased the sur­ 
veillance of some of the political suspects. 
H is Eminence Mr. Kuka, Japanese Min­ 
ister to the United States, will leave to take 
up his post again about the middle of next 
month. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Advices from Manilla report the Albay 
volcano in active eruption. 
The United States steamship Palos lias 
now taken up her berth for the winter in 
Chemulpo, Corea. 
Toe French ate again having 
some 
trouble with the rebel bands near the Ton- 
quin frontier. 
The rebels are well armed 
and are divided into bands of 30u men. 
A 
reconnaissance made by a small party o f 
trooDs fell in an ambuscade. 
The French 
Sergeant in command was captured and 
severely wounded and six Tonkinese were 
wounded.

A private Pullm an car, containing an 
Eastern capitalist named Culver and a 
party of twenty-five persons, left St. Louis 
on Thursday bound for California. 
The steamer City of Peking arrived ves 
terday from China. She brought several 
member of the Chinese Legation, one 
Chiuawontan and a ca3e of small-pox. 
Geo. S. Lovely, proprietor of the Lovely 
Cottage on Pine and Dupont streets, died at 
a late hour on Wednesday nieht. H e had 
been lingering for several days, and his de­ 
mise was not unexpected. 
Deceased kept 
a hotel in Sacramento in early days. 
The Merchants’ Exchange received a 
dispatch yesterday telling of the arrival at 
Port Townsend of two of the crew of the 
German sitip Salisbury, which left Port 
Discovery 011 the 8th inst. for Montevideo 
aud was abandoned at sea. 
Alexander Campbel', Sr.. died in Oak­ 
land on Thursday, after a short illness. He 
was weil known as a leading lawyer, and 
practiced chiefly in San Francisco. Mr.

Corn an d Cob M eal. 
I 11 Itis experiments in feeding cattle at 
the Kansas College Farm Professor Shel­ 
ton says: 
“ A considerable general ex­ 
perience 111 the use of corn mid cob meal 
as feed for a herd of sixty odd head of neat 
cattle lias greatly strengthened not only the 
writer, but tiio.se having the practical man­ 
agement of the herd, in the conviction of 
the superior value of corn and cob meal. 
The corn and cob meal was. apparent! .- at 
least, better digested than was clear corn 
alone when used ; 
it was eaten certainly 
with as great relish ; 
the cattle were ‘ off 
their feed ’ less often; 
while cases of 
diarrhea caused by overfeeding—all too 
common when cornnieal was used—were 
practically unknown when the grain tried 
was the ground ear corn.” 
V Brooklyn horsc-ear company feeding 
over 1,900 horses gives its methods, which 
it claims to be the best in a long expe­ 
rience with feeding horses: “ The regular 
nteals of the horses consist of corn and 
oats—in winter one [tart of the oats to 
four of corn, and in summer equal parts of 
each. 
The feed is bought in the grain 
and ground on the premises. 
The average 
consumption by each animal is fifteen 
pounds of meal and nine pounds of hay a 
day.” 
’ 
The hay is prepared in a cutting box 
and mixed with the meat, which is moist­ 
ened so as to stick to the hay, and thus fed 
together. 
W ith such feeding the company 
reports th at it lias not had a case of colic 
among its 1,40(1 horses in a year or more, 
and that they thrive and otherwise do bet­ 
ter on this ration than upon any other it 
has tried. 
The danger of feeding horses 
meal alone is well-known to experienced 
feeders. 
Thus led it cakes in a plastic 
mass in the stomach, and frequently canses 
colic. 
But wet a little and mixed with 
cut liav, the mass, when masticated, is 
spongy in the stomach and admits the 
gastric juices through it, and thus it is 
well digested.
